Access to Nixon papers not without restrictions

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nix** certified with his 1988 income tax 
return that he was giving vice 
presidential papers to the government 
free and clear with no restrictions. But 
the gift deed restricts who can see the 
documents and where they are to be 
deposited. 


The tax return declares: "Restric- 


tions: None." 


The deed says there are restrictions, 


although it adds that they are not in- 
tended to prevent the papers from being 
used for public purposes. 


A White House spokesman Thursday 


repeated the position taken by Nixon 
lawyers that Internal Revenue Service 
auditors had seen the deed and were 
satisfied that the President's tax 
deductions for the gift was legitimate. 


A Nixon accountant had said earlier 


that the provisions of the deed were "not 
considered a restriction. It does not 
defeat the purpose of the gift." 


A White House lawyer said the res- 


trictions apparently were not considered 
material at the time the return was 
prepared. 


The papers remain sealed from public 


view under terms of the deed with which 


Nixon turned them over to the National 
Archives. The secrecy is not unusual in 
the case of papers of a public official. 


Nixon has taken $482,000 in income tax 


deductions over the past four years for 
his gift of the papers. 


A White House official restated res- 


trictions on the papers earlier this year 
in a letter which described them as 
"President Nixon's private vice 
presidential papers." 


That description is now disavowed by 


a White House spokesman, who said it 
apparently was written without proper 
staff work. 


A Nixon accountant said limits on ac- 


cess, and a stipulation that the papers go 
ultimately to his presidential library, 
were not considered restrictions that 
would have barred the President's in- 
come tax deduction. 


The Internal Revenue Code requires 


that all restrictions as to use and dis- 
position of a gift be reported on the 
return of the taxpayer declaring it as a 
deduction. 


An attachment to Nixon's 1969 federal 


income tax return describes the gift, 
says it was made on March 27 of that 
year, and states: 


"Restrictions: none. The gift was free 


and clear with no rights remaining in the 
taxpayer." 


The deed, dated a year before the tax 


return, declares that: 


-While Nixon is President, no one can 


have access to the donated papers 
without his written permission. Nixon's 
deed also reserved him "the right and 
power at any time during his lifetime to 
modify or remove this restriction ..." 


-If a Nixon library is established, the 


papers are to be transferred there as 
soon as practicable. 


In denying The Associated Press ac- 


cess to some of the papers, on March 26, 
1973, a White House aide wrote: 


"As you know, the documents are 


from President Nixon's private vice 
presidential papers which he may make 
available at a future date by depositing 
them in a presidential library...." 


The letter, signed by Richard C. 


Tufaro, then on the staff of the National 
Security Council, also said the decision 
against permitting access to the 
documents was not based on any need for 
security classification. 


White House officials said the Tufaro 


letter does not represent current policy. 
"Apparently the letter was written 
before the proper staff work was done,"

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Arab-Israeli 
peace talks 
are started 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) -The 


first Arab-Israeli peace conference in 
the 25-year existence of the Jewish state 
opened today with Henry A. Kissinger 
calling on the two sides "to break the 
shackles of the past and to create at last 
a new hope for the future." 


Kissinger, the American secretary of 


state, spoke after Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko accused 
Israel of creating an intolerable situat- 
ion in the Middle East and warned that 
"the Arab cause" had the full support of 
the Soviet Union. Kissinger and 
Gromyko are the conference cochair- 
men. 


The historic conference opened 40 


minutes late with the chief antagonists, 
Israel and Egypt, at opposite sides of a 
seven-table circle. A television hookup 
carried the opening session to all West 
European countries, Israel, Romania, 
Algeria and Tunisia, and the highlights 
were taped for broadcast in Eastern 
Europe. 


"We do not embark on these talks with 


false expectations," said Kissinger. "In 
the months ahead we will know success 
and I dare say we will know deadlock and 
perhaps despair. 


"Let us all resolve here today that we 


will overcome hatred." 


Gromyko warned that "the fire of war 


in the Middle East may flare up at any 
moment." 


"Any delays in obtaining a settlement 


could be dangerous," he declared. 


Egypt's foreign minister, Ismail 


Fahmy, indicated one of the deadlocks 
that Kissinger predicted. He insisted 
that Israel must pull back from all 
territory occupied during the 1967 Six 
Day War including Arab East 
Jerusalem. Israel has said repeatedly 
that it would not give up all the captured 
territory and that it would never 
relinquish East Jerusalem, which Jor- 
dan seized in the 1948 war. 


The opening session 
lasted for an 


hour and 25 minutes, then the conference 
took a three-hour lunch break. 


Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban 


was to speak at the afternoon session. 


At the Vatican, Pope Paul VI claimed 


the right to play a role in any settlement 
regarding the status of Jerusalem and 
the holy places in Palestine. 


The pontiff said he had "the duty even 


more than the right" to see that the 
interests of Christianity are safeguard- 
ed. 


The Pope also said that various parties 


?nd also Israel had indicated they would 
grant the Vatican a role in the negotiat- 
ions.

arrangements and the order of speeches 
delayed the opening of the conference for 
40 minutes. Israel objected to the unoc- 
cupied Syrian table serving as a 
"barrier" between the Jewish state and 
Jordan and Egypt. The tables were 
shifted so that the table was placed 
between the United Nations and Jordan.

Crackdown likely after 
assassination in Spain 


MADRID, Spain (AP) -A Madrid 


newspaper said today police arrested a 
wounded 19-year-old youth believed to 
be one of three terrorists who assas- 
sinated Premier Luis Carrero Blanco. 
Police declined comment. 


The paper, Informaciones, attributing 


its information to informed sources, said 
the youth was shot in the cheek by police 
in a Madrid apartment. 


It said he answered the description 


given to police of one of threw ;,\,"'"£ men 
who rented a cellar apartment near the 
scene of the explosion that killed the 
premier. 


Generalissimo Francisco Franco, sick 


witn the flu, met with Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford for 15 minutes at El 
Pardo Palace. But doctors urged Franco 
not to attend the funeral of Carrero 
Blanco later in the day, the Cifra news 
agency said. 


The illness of the 81-year-old chief of 


state only a day after the assassination 
of his closest associate emphasized the 
uncertain state of Spain's political 
leadership. But although Franco has 
suffered mild illnesses at least twice 
earlier this year, his health is reported 
generally good for a man of his age. 


Anti-Franco sources predicted a wave 


of arrests throughout the country and a 
crackdown on all opposition to the 
regime in the wake of the assassination 
of Adm. Carrero Blanco. 


They predicted the crackdown would 


begin after the three days of official 
mourning for Blanco end on Monday. 


The news agency Europa Press said 


well informed, unofficial sources told it 
the police had identified one of the as- 
sassins who set off the bomb that killed 
Franco's closest associate, his chauffeur 
and a bodyguard Thursday morning. But 
despite a giant police manhunt, no 
arrests were reported. 


Europa Press said the killers were 


believed to be a small group of 
anarchists. A communique issued in 
Bordeaux, France, claimed the blast 
was the work of ETA, the Basque 
separatist organization, which has long 
been at war with the Franco govern- 
ment. But the head of the Basque exile 
government said he believed the com- 
munique was a fake. 


The government said only that the 


assassination was a ''criminal attack" 
and did not speculate on the identity of 
the assassins. 


The 70-year-old premier was killed as 


his chauffeur started to drive away from 
Adm. Carrero Blanco's neighborhood 
church after Mass. The Cifra news 
agency, which often speaks for the 
government, said the killers rented a 
basement across from the church, dug a 
tunnel under the street and put the bomb 
or bombs under the parking spot the 
premier used every morning when he 
went to Mass. 


Cifra said the explosion apparently 


was set off from some distance away 
because electrical cables were dis- 
covered leading from the tunnel. Europa 
Press said the tunnel had been braced 
with iron bars to prevent traffic 
overhead caving it in before the 
explosion. 


Persons living in the building from 


which the tunnel was dug said the 
basement was rented two months ago by 
a pair of young men who said they were 
sculptors. 


The newspaper Ya said the digging of 


the tunnel caused no suspicion because 
the neighbors thought it was part of a 
municipal public works program The 
report said the superintendent of the 
building.

referred to herself as Mrs. English. 


Officials in Corry reported that Ed- 


ward English jumped bail while 
awaiting trial on a misdemeanor theft 
charge two years ago and has not been 
wen in that are* since. 


Spice said Bernhard was never in 


jail in Outaumte County. 


Outagamlc County court records 


show that Bernhard, 31, was arrested 


three times by Appleton police in the 
last two years, each time for traffic- 
related offenses. 


His latest arrest here was last Jan 


21, for speeding. He paid a $40 fine. On 
March 4, 1972, he paid a $28 fine for 
following too close and on Oct. 21, 1971, 
he was arrested for having improper 
registration on his vehicle, for which 
he was fined $38. 


When police arrested him in 1972, he 


used an address of 304 Sidney Ave., 
Kimberly, the residence of Richard 
Van Hammond. 


Van Hammond said he has known 


Bernhard for a couple of years, but did 
not associate with him much. The last 
time Van Hammond saw Bernhard was 
three weeks ago when the defendant 
came to the body shop where the 
Kimberly man works and had a 
windshield installed.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -The Wiscon- 


sin Legislature put the wraps on its 
pre-Christmas special session today, 
passing measures to combat the energy 
crisis and to release millions of dollars 
in shared tax funds. 


Speedy action on the bills by both 


houses sent the proposals to Gov. Pat- 
rick J. Lucey, who had summoned the 
lawmakers into session on the issues 
only last Monday. 


The Senate adjourned at 11:37 a.m. 


shortly after the Assembly adjourned. 


Passage of the energy proposal came 


on a 19-6 vote in the Senate, where some 
lawmakers questioned the severity of 
the energy problem. 


Under the bill, speed limits on Wis- 


consin highways will be reduced to a 
uniform 55 miles per hour and an office 
of energy coordinator will be given legal 
status under Lucey's direction. 


If the energy crisis becomes severe 


enough, the state Highway Commission 
could be temporarily empowered to 
permit overweight truck loads for milk 
and fuel tankers. 


The shared tax bill, passed 


unanimously by both chambers, calls for 
the immediate release of 95 per cent of 
shared tax monies tied up in a court 
dispute. 


Some municipalities have challenged 


the state's population estimates for local 
communities, a key factor in determin- 
ing distribution of $166 million. 


Sen. ReuBen "La Fave, R-Oconto, 


wished all his colleagues a Merry 
Christmas and stated: "Let's all get 
home safely and let's practice what we 
preach. The speed limit is 55 miles per 
hour. 


The legislature is scheduled to con- 


vene in its next regular session Jan. 29.

The bill vests authority for distribut- 


ing scarce fuel supplies in Lucey's of- 
fice, where his emergency energy coor- 
dinator, Stanley York, is expected to 
continue on the job. 


The power York said he needed to get 


fuel supply information from the pet- 
roleum industry, including the power to 
seek court injunctions, was included in 
the compromise pill. 


The bill was described on the Assem- 


bly floor as the best compromise that the 
Democratic-controlled lower house 
could reach with the Republican State 
Senate. 


The energy legislation is scheduled to 


expire July 1, 1975. 


The issues had been submitted to 


conference committees Thursday after 
the Republican-controlled Senate and 
the Democratic-controlled Assembly 
refused to accept each other's versions 
of the Lucey items.

Lucey, having assigned former GOP 


executive Stanley York to a temporary 
office of energy planning, had asked 
legislators to give statutory powers to 
the temporary office.

Republicans, approved the Assembly's 
uniform traffic speed limit of 55 miles an 
hour and the Republicans' demand that 
policy responsibilities be assigned 
directly to the governor's office. 


The revenue conference committee, 


comprising four Democrats and two 
Republicans, followed the Senate's 
proposal for partial distribution of $166.4 
million in shared revenue.

Food, fuel prices climbing as 
cost of living continues to soar 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Food and fuel 


prices drove the cost of living up sharply 
in November, the government said today 
in another grim inflation report. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said the 


Consumer Price index rose by eight- 
tenths of one per cent last month, 
matching the rise of October, as food 
prices surged again after a temporary 
tapering off. 


Higher prices for gasoline, fuel oil, 


natural gas, electricity and coal were 
blamed for about a third of the over-all 
increase. Food prices, which leaped 1.4 
per cent, accounted for another third of 
the big jump. 


Prices for commodities other than 


food and services also were up sharply, 
with nonfood commodities rising 
seven-tenths of one per cent and services 
up six-tenths of one per cent. 


In the 12 months ending in November, 


the cost of living rose 8.4 per cent, the 
biggest 12-month increase since June 
1951, the bureau said.

areas well suited for public acquisi- 
tion." 


He said that a sound land-use policy, 


effectively administered, could proba- 
bly be the most valuable and far- 
reaching of the environmental protec- 
tion programs of the state and national 
governments. 


Minahan repeated earlier urging for 


a more rapid program of wilderness 
preservation, and said he is concerned 
about damage being wrought on non 
navigable streams that are beyond the 
regulatory jurisdiction of the state. He 
said there is need for legislation to 
meet that problem, because damage to 
non-navigable waters by riparian 
owners often have costly consequences 
on the navigable portions of such 
waters. 


Minahan made his remarks as two 


new board members, Thomas Fox of 
Washburn, formerly of Chilton, and 
Mrs. Virginia McCormick of Waukesha 
took their seats as members of the 
board for the first time. Their ins- 
tallation gives the appointees of Gov. 
Lucey a voting majority and probably 
means that Harold Jordahl, a Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin professor who was 
Lucey's first nominee two years ago, 
will succeed Minahan to the board 
leadership at the next organization 
meeting.

MILWAUKEE (AP) -The Internal 


Revenue Service says scores of Wiscon- 
sin service stations and heating fuel 
suppliers have been charging exces- 
sively high prices. 


An IRS spokesman said Tuesday that 


many stations were found to be charging 
2 cents and 3 cents more than allowed 
under U.S. price regulations. 


The report was based on a survey last 


week of 595 home fuel suppliers and 
service stations. About 17 per cent were 
overcharging, the spokesman said. 


He said 32 businesses have agreed to 


reduce prices, but that the others 
planned to challenge the directive. 


Service stations which agreed to lower 


prices owe their customers an estimated 
$22,000 in refunds, he said 


Also, 253 dealers were in violation of 


price-posting rules, either by failing to 
have ceiling prices posted on pumps or 
by overcharging.

The report showed that prices 
were rising in most other areas as well. 


For instance, clothing prices were up 


more than usual for November. New car 
prices were up. The cost of medical care 
services increased, as did charges for 
most household services. Mortgage 


interest rates continued upward. 


For those inclined to eat out, there was 


no relief, as prices of restaurant meals 
and snacks rose 1.4 per cent. 


The decline in prices of meats, poultry 


and egg prices was nine-tenths of one per 
cent, marking the third consecutive 
monthly decline in cost of these com- 
modities. 


The figures, adjusted for usual 


seasonal pricing patterns, mean that the 
Nixon administration is far from its 
original 1973 target of reducing con- 
sumer price increases to an annual rate 
of 2.5 per cent by the end of this year. 


On an unadjusted basis, with no 


seasonal factors included, the cost of 
living rise for the last month was figured 
at seven-tenths of one per cent.

timated the reorganization would save 
$2.7 million during the 1973-75 fiscal 
biennium, but would cause no layoffs. 


In other action, board chairman Roger 


Minahan of Milwaukee said the energy 
crisis may require the department to 
relax its fight against pollution. 


"Many of our regulatory programs 


will have to take the (fuel) shortage into 
account, and we must be prepared to do 
whatever we can to assist in alleviating 
the problem while vigilantly protecting 
the natural resources entrusted to us," 
he said. 


Voigt told the board the department 


purchased 15,239 acres of land in fiscal 
1973 at a cost of $3.8 million. 


Voigt said that if present trends con- 


tinue, the department will acquire 
another 30,000 acres in fiscal 1974.

"We are going to make law, and when

Don't let fuel shortage burn you up! 


Don't let the home heating fuel shor- 


tage get you burned up —literally! 


That is the word from the National 


Safety Council (NSC), which warns 
against using hurry-up "panic-power" 
sources to heat your home this winter. 


"People will seek a variety of ways to 


keep warm this season and some of their 
choices will be extremely dangerous," 
noted Hans Grigo, technical advisor for 
the NSC's Home Department. 


"Many people will be dusting off 


heating devices recovered from the 
attic, basement, garage or summer 
cabin. Often the items such as electric, 
oil and kerosene space heaters are in 
bad shape from long years of disuse or 
abuse. 


"These resurrected heat sources 


should be carefully inspected by an 
expert before you allow them to be used 
in your home. I cannot stress enough the 
importance of having these heaters 
checked over for safety. Failure to take 
this step, I fear, is toying with needless 
tragedy," said Grigo. 


Others will be getting into the 


fireplace habit. 


"But fireplaces are a lot of work, as 


any hearth afficianado can attest to. 
Novices should make sure they know the 
basics of fireplace procedures and 
precautions before they light the first 
match," he stated. 


NSC statistics show that fireplaces are 


a common cause of fire in the home. 
Most of these mishaps occur because the 
fireplaces have no spark screens or are 
poorly constructed and maintained. 


"Check from the hearth up to the 


chimney with care. An unclean and 
unrepaired fireplace is a hazard. Not 
only can a serious fire start from resins 
coating the flue area, but a blocked 
chimney can send deadly toxic gases 
wafting throughout the house." 


Grigo suggests using hardwoods as 


kindling since they produce less resin 
than soft woods. Keep your fires 
manageable, since it is not the size of 
the blaze but the degree to which the 
masonry is heated that determines the 
continuing warmth of the room. 


Grigo expressed concern 
about 


reports that barbecue grills are becom- 
ing a hot sales item perhaps in lieu of 
the traditional gas or electric cooking 
stoves. 


"Charcoal-burning barbecue 
units 


have no place inside the home. The 
charcoal 
releases 
deadly 
carbon 


monoxide gases, which in an unven- 
tilated area, can kill an entire family. 
The traditional coal and wood burning 
"pot-belly" stove also is said to be in 
the throes of revival. 


"Instructions concerning the installa- 


tion, operation and maintenance of the 
stoves must be carefully followed. The 
stove must be properly vented to a 
chimney and children must be warned 
to s*ay away from the unit.

closed. 


4. Use heavy drapes to keep in the heat 


and block out the cold during evening 
hours and very cold spells. 


5. Keep your bedroom doors^closed at 


night. This practice keeps your bedroom 
cooler and inhibits deadly gases from 
entering the room in the case of night 
time fire. If you are fearful of not being 
able to hear your children at night, you 
may want to invest in an intercom 
system which can be bought at a 
nominal expense. 


6. Keep all heating devices in top 


shape. Make sure they are properly 
maintained and cleaned. 


7. Make sure you are using the proper 


fuel for your heating devices. Never use 
a substitute .fuel without first checking 
with an expert. 


8. Space heaters can warm up a room, 


but precautions should be taken to in- 
sure their safe use. Make sure your 
electric heater has a tip-over switch 
which shuts off the device automa- 
tically, should the unit be accidently 
tipped over. Avoid using any fuel-burn- 
ing device that isn't vented to the out- 
side, especially in bedrooms. Extra fuel 
for your liquid-fueled space heaters 
should not be stored near the unit while 
it is in operation. An electric heater 
should not be used in the bathroom 
because of the danger of fatal shock. 


"Using your heating devices wisely, 


you should enjoy a warm and safe winter 
this year. Get used to wearing a sweater 
in your home during the power pinch. 
And don't take chances with make-shift, 
make-do heating methods," Grigo cau- 
tioned.

Being safe while hunting means 
observing safety precautions

If you're the kind of gal who sits home 


and worries while your husband and son 
are out hunting, instead of the kind that 
goes along, just stop for a minute and 
think about the hazards you face as you 
go about your daily housekeping chores. 
You cannot deny that your own home is 
crammed full of potential danger spots 
that can easily shock, burn, cut and 
crush as well as cause falls, suffocation 
and poisoning. However, instead of con- 
stantly worrying about these dangers 
most of us largely, if not entirely, 
eliminate them by observing a number 
of safety precautions and by using that 
indispensable female quality —common 
sense. Would you ever think, for in- 
stance, of pushing leftovers down the 
automatic disposal with your finger or 
of storing insecticides in the food cup- 
board? Of course not. 


Hunting safety shouldn't be compared 


to safety in the home any more than 
apples to oranges, but there is an un- 
derlying truth common to both issues: 
Whether cleaning and cooking or 
spending the day afield, the real danger 
lies not so much in the nature of the 
activity but rather with individual 
carelessness and failure to follow basic 
safety rules. 


What it really boils down to is this: If 


the members of your family who hunt 
are thoroughly familiar with the safety 
aspects of the sport and with proper gun 
handling, there's absolutely no reason to 
sit home and fret while they're enjoying 
a day afield. 


For the novice, first step should be to 


enrol! in a hunter safety training 
program. These safety courses are now 
available in the Fox Valley area. Your 
sporting goods dealer can provide de- 
tails on enrollment and location in your 
community. The value of 
these 


programs has been widely recognized, 
especially in reducing accidents due to 
careless gun handling. 


Of all hunter safety developments, 


perhaps none has been so important as 
fluorescent orange. Exhaustive tests 
have shown that it is the only color 
easily detected by persons with normal 
vision and those with varying degrees of 
color deficiency. If you're not familiar 
with this color, try to imagine the exact 
opposite of the again fashionable "little 
black dress." The "little hunter orange 
dress" would guarantee that everyone 
at the party would notice you, but it 
would also guarantee that they'd all 
remember the dress for a long time to 


come and you probably wouldn't wear it 
twice in the same town. Hunter orange 
combines the advantages of being, 
completely out of place in nature and 
appearing most brilliant during the 
accident-prone hours of dawn and dusk 
or in shadow conditions. The National 
Shooting Sports Foundation recom- 
mends that a minimum of 400 square 
inches of fluorescent orange material be 
worn while hunting. 


Physical condition is always an im- 


portant factor in hunting. A day of rough 
hiking can easily lead to over-exertion 
for those not used to such activity. 
Gently remind your husband that the 
walk out inevitably seems shorter than 
the walk back. Inexperienced hunters 
should also familiarize themselves with 
terrain and memorize landmarks to 
help guide them back to camp.

West opens the four of hearts, and it is 


up to you to make six spades. A glance 
tells you that there are no losers in the 
red suits. You must think about the king 
of clubs and about the trump suit. 


What can you lose by leading the jack 


of trumps from the dummy to begin the 
play of the trumps? 


You don't really intend to let the jack 


ride for a finesse. You intend to play the 
ace of trumps if East plays a small 
trump with no apparent thought. 


Now look at it from East's point of 


view. How can he play a low trump when 
dummy's jack is led? East will probably 
cover with the queen and think about it 
later. Even if East decides not to cover, 
he will surely have to give thought to the 
matter; and in that case you will know 
who has the queen. 


It does East no good to cover with the 


queen of trumps. You win with the ace 
and discover that West cannot follow 
suit. It is then easy to get back to 
dummy and lead another trump for a 
finesse through East's ten. 


If East has only one or two small 


trumps, he will play low without a 
problem. Then you will take the first 
trick with the ace of trumps and clear up 
the trumps with the king. If East has no 
trumps at all, you are sure to lose a 
trump trick no matter which card you 
lead first. 


In short, it can cost you nothing to lead 


the jack of trumps first, and the play 
may well make all the difference 
between success and failure.

Grants to be sought 
for 3 area projects 


The East-Central Criminal Justice 


Planning Council this week approved 
another year's federal funding for an 
Appleton pastoral counseling program 
and a Calumet County juvenile officer, 
and new funding for a Winnebago 
County record-keeping system. 


Daniel Van De Hey, planning direc- 


tor, said the grant applications for the 
three projects still must go to the Wis- 
consin Council on Criminal Justice, but 
he expected all three to be approved 
finally by the council. 


The funding for the Appleton pastoral 


counseling program totals $12,000, with 
$6,000 from federal crime-fighting 
funds, $5,400 local share from the First 
Congregational Church, and $900 from 
the state. 


The program entails hiring one coun- 


selor, the Rev. Bedford Hines, to per- 
form nondenommational counseling for 
people in Appleton. The former coun- 
selor left earlier this year, and there 
was a six-month lag when there was no 
counselor. 


Van De Hey said the program had the 


support of the Appleton Police Depart- 
ment and the county family court. "It is 
a diversion program for the criminal 


justice system," he said. 


The Winnebago program involves 


studying the recofd system of the 
county and providing centralized, fast- 
retrieval records of criminal activity in 
the county. Now, Van De Hey said, the 
records are kept by the jailer, the de- 
tectives and the central administration, 
and they aren't coordinated. 


The funding includes $10,875 from the 


federal government, $543 local cash and 
$2,175 local in kind contribution, and 
$906 from the state. 


In Calumet, the juvenile officer 


program involves y $11,453 in federal 
funds, $2,147 in local support and $715 
sfrom the state.. The county will be 
required to pick up the cost after this 
second year of the federally-funded 
program.

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Jury deliberating 
on perjury case

SHAWANO - Mention of a lie de- 


tector test, an outburst by the defen- 
dant and denial of a motion for mis- 
trial sparked the closing hours of 
Neenah attorney Robert Henke's per- 
jury trial Thursday.

deliberating late this morning after 
receiving instructions from Judge 
James Martineau. 


The jury was sent home after final 


arguments by attorneys late Thursday 
afternoon. Martineau said he realized 
it would work a hardship on several of 
the jurors, particularly the farmers, if 
they had to begin deliberating late in 
the day. 


A few tense moments followed a 


statement by David Neeb, one of two 
assistant attorneys general prosecuting 
the case, as he was making closing 
remarks in rebuttal arguments to the 
jury.

argued, why didn't he go to the attor- 
ney general's office, which he knew 
was investigating him, "lay his files 
and heart bare" and try to "get to the 
bottom" of the matter instead of 
spending a lot of time and money try- 
ing to find out how the alleged perjury 
plot failed. 


Neeb suggested that Henke also 


could have undergone a lie detector 
test if he knew he was innocent. 


The remark rankled Henke, who 


grabbed his attorney's arm. 


Defense attorneys Alexander Grant 


and Gregory Conway objected to 
reference to a lie detector, Martineau 
upheld the objection and a flustered 
Neeb apologized to the jury. 


He ended his rebuttal arguments 


moments later and Martineau asked to 
see the attorneys in his chambers. 


Henke uttered a threatening curse in

move toward him. His attorneys res- 
trained him and forced him to sir 
down.

WASHINGTON (AP) -Two weeks in 


the vice presidency haven't changed

. "It sounds awfully important, doesn't 
it?" he asked. "I'm not used to that yet." 


Then, for 30 minutes, the vice 


president answered reporters' questions 
on subjects ranging from impeachment 
of President Nixon to his decision to take 
an Air Force jet to Colorado for a skiing 
vacation with his family. 
' He had purchased commercial plane 
tickets before being picked Oct. 12 for 
the vice presidency but the Secret Ser- 
vice didn't think it was such a good idea, 
Ford said. 


"It's their strong recommendation 


that I travel in a government aircraft for 
security reasons," he said. 


Later in the day, Ford got in some 


unexpected air travel. President Nixon 
designated him his representative to the 
funeral Friday of assassinated Spanish 
Premier Luis Carrero Blanco. 


At the press conference, Ford made 


clear he will do his best to ward off the 
presidential impeachment that could 
put him into the White House. But he 
continued to display the subtle 
differences by which he has been setting 
himself off from Nixon. 


In response to a question, he said he 


has always paid Michigan state income 
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taxes and decided, after consulting with 
his Michigan accountant, "we would 
bend over backwards to continue the 
practice." 


Did he think that the President, who 


has paid no California state income 
taxes, had similarly been bending over 
backwards? 


"He followed the advice of his legal 


adviser and certified public accoun- 
tant," said Ford, adding one should 
always do that and dodging a question on 
whether the advice was good advice. 


As for Nixon's vice presidential 


papere, on which the President took a 
$576,000 tax deduction, Ford noted that 
just about everyone else in public life has 
given his papers away. 


"I applaud the press for going around 


and asking about this," he added. 


"If you ask me, I donated mine to the 


University of Michigan and took none 
(deduction)," the vice president said. 


"But they were a lot less valuable then

Restrictions on access to the donated 


papers of prominent Americans are 
common, in some cases for security, in 
others for privacy. Many of the papers of 
past presidents remain sealed. 


The Nixon gift is rendered more 


complex by the fact that he had the 
papers appraised and has been deduct- 
ing their value from his income taxes. 


The late President Lyndon B. Johnson 


apparently also claimed tax deductions 
for some papers he gave the govern- 
ment, and a number of other former 
government officials have done the 
same. 


There are detailed restrictions on ac- 


cess to the Johnson papers also, but 
since his tax returns have never been 
disclosed it is not known how he 
described the gift to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


Nixon has made his tax returns public 


and has asked a congressional commit- 
tee to determine whether he was entitled 
to the deduction for the papers gift. 


Nixon's certification that his papers 


were donated without restriction was 
attached to his 1969 return to meet the 
IRS regulation which requires the tax- 
payer to report: 


"The terms of any agreement or un- 


derstanding entered into by or on behalf 
of the taxpayer relating to the use, sale 
or disposition of the property con- 
tributed. 


"For example," the regulation says, 


"there must be attached, to the income 
tax return of an individual taxpayer the 
terms of any agreement or understand- 
ing which restricts the donee's rights to 
dispose of the donated property...." 


The papers were transported to the 


National Archives on March 26 and 27, 
1969. The deed was dated March 27,1969 
but was not turned over to the General 
Services Administration until April 10, 
1970. 


The deed provides for access to the 


papers by employes of the Archives for 
processing of the papers. It also states- 


"None of the foregoing restrictions is 


intended to prevent the materials from 
being used exclusively for public pur- 
poses, and in no event shall any of the 
said restrictions be so construed." 


The provisions which the deed 


describes as restrictions are- 


—"During such time as the under- 


signed shall hold the office of President 
of the United States, no person or per- 
sons shall have the right of access to 
such materials except the undersigned 
and those who might be designated in 
writing by the undersigned... " 


—"If a presidential archival deposi- 


tory shall be established for the housing 
and preservation of the materials per- 
taining to the career of the undersigned 
in public service, then, as soon, as 
practicable after the establishment of 
such a depository, the materials shall be 
transferred to and thereafter be housed 
and preserved at such presidential 
archival depository." 


While the attachment giving details of 


the papers gift was appended to Nixon's 
1969 tax return, the deed itself was not. 


White House officials say the deed was 


turned over to the Internal Revenue 
Service when Nixon's 1971 and 1972 re- 
turns were audited this year. But they 
said the IRS auditors apparently did not 
see the 1969 gift statement because re- 
turns for that year were not included in 
the audit, 


The papers were valued by a private 


appraiser at $576,000, which Nixon began 
deducting from his taxable income in 
1969. He has spread $482,019 of it over his 
taxes for the past four years, and still has 
$93,981 to deduct for this year. 


The deductions have allowed Nixon to 


pay less than $6,000 in federal income 
taxes over the past three years, on 
three-year income of over $800,000.

Request for tax probe 
of 'enemies' criticized 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The White 


House asked the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice to subject political enemies to tax 
audits or other special attention, 
congressional investigators have 
concluded. 


However, the IRS apparently did 


nothing with the list, the Joint Com- 
mittee on Internal Revenue Taxation 
said Thursday. 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., vice 


chairman of the committee, said he 
considers it "improper for the White 
House to send over any list of taxpayers 
to be investigated, especially when that 
list clearly is politically motivated." 


Long told reporters: "I'm not saying 


we cleared them (IRS), but we don't 
have any evidence to convict. Ap- 
parently they were importuned to do 
something they didn't think they should 
do and they didn't do it." 


The list of 575 names, later reduced to 


490 by eliminating duplications and 
unidentifiable persons, appeared to have 
been compiled largely from contributors 
to Democratic campaigns and liberal 
causes. There were some newsmen. 


The report said the enemies list was 


personally delivered to the tax collecting 
agency Sept. 11, 1972 by then-White 
House counsel John W. Dean HI. 


Dean told the Senate Watergate com- 


mittee last summer that there was talk 
in the White House of putting IRS to work 
on the returns of enemies of the ad- 
ministration. But he did not mention 
personally delivering a list. 


The committee investigators did not 


question Dean after his lawyer said he 
would not appear voluntarily, a staff 
spokesman told newsmen. 


The report said Dean gave the list to 


Internal Revenue Commissioner John- 
nie M. Walters. The report quoted 
Walters as saying Dean told him that the 
list was compiled at the request of John 
D. Ehrlichman "to see what type of 
information could be developed con- 
cerning the people on the list." 


Ehrlichman was then President 


Nixon's top domestic adviser.

Senate's hot air does 
little for fuel crisis

MADISON -Tis the season to be jolly . . . 
The Wisconsin State Senate failed to mould into the Christmas spirit 


Thursday at the end of the special session, mixing mirth, rhetoric, 
temper and political prank that did little for the energy crisis but 
provided better than the average entertainment. 


It was a day that began with temper. 
Sen. 
Reuben LaFave, R-Oconto, who has vented his rage against 


many energy bill proponents all week, started the day by accusing 
Democratic Minority Leader Fred Rissei of Madison of making 
"asinine remarks" about a fuel situation that he "doesn't know 
anything about." 


Risser leaped to his feet. 
"Mr. President, I insist that the chair reprimand Sen. LaFave for 


his comments," Risser said to Lt. Gov. Martin Schreiber. 


"You're always hiding behind the chair, aren't you?" LaFave 


retorted. 


The good moods continued throughout the day. 
When the morning had passed and the Senate had failed to pass 


anything, Schreiber's impatience became evident and he broke up a 
minor debate by stating. "You guys are ruining my whole weekend." 


Sen. 
Douglas LaFollette, D-Kenosha, then rose to speak on an 


amendment he was offering and Schreiber told him he could speak for 
five minutes. 


"You 
can't do that," objected Sen. Ronald Parys, D-Milwaukee. 


"You 
don't have the power to set a time limit. Only the Senate can do 


that." 


"Sit down," Schreiber replied hotly. 
When LaFollette completed his speech, Schreiber quickly called for 


a voice vote and ruled that the amendment was rejected. LaFollette, 
visibly angered at Schreiber's refusal to order a roll call vote, stormed 
out of the chambers. 


The levity subsided after lunch and politics took over. 
Sen. Gerald Lorge, who only three days ago made a strong political

Wilkinson says 
farmers need 
diesel fuel

Energy chief William E. Simon is 


placing agriculture near the top of his 
list for petroleum supplies but Wis- 
consin Secretary of Agriculture Donald 
Wilkinson said Thursday it should be 
raised to an even higher priority. 


Wilkinson is representing the state 


departments of agriculture on a 22 
member advisory group serving under 
Simon. Tuesday the group met in 
separate sessions with Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz and with 
Simon. 


Simon told the group that agriculture 


is considered vitally important and 
Butz told the group that under present 
allocation plans agriculture will not get 
enough diesel fuel to completely cul- 
tivate the 1974 crops. 


"Generally speaking," said Wilkin- 


son, "(agriculture has) a high priority, 
this was good news to use and I am 
pleased to indicate that Mr. Simon, 
himself, feels this way." 


Wilkinson said agriculture may 


benefit 
because 
Administration 


planners want to avoid increased food 
prices during 1974. 


Agricultural users have been granted 


a number one priority for 100 per cent 
of the current need for gasoline and for 
propane fuels but may face difficulty 
in securing adequate amounts of diesel 
fuels. 


The diesel fuels, he said, fall into a 


"Category 2" area with allocation of 
110 per cent of 1972 needs. All priority 
areas in Category 1 must be satisfied, 
however, before the agricultural users 
receive fuels. Butz revealed the full 
allocation would be insufficient if 
farmers increase plantings. 


Category 1 users of diesel fuel are 


energy 
production, 
transportation 


needs, space heating, emergency ser- 
vices and medical and nursing build- 
ings. 


"The 
reason 
for this 
different 


philosophy is that diesel fuel is com- 
peting with heating oil," said Wilkin- 
son. 


Farmers probably won't be able to 


improve their status by using gasoline 
powered tractors instead of diesel 
units, he said. 


Since 1969 gasoline use for farming 


has remained steady at about 4 billion 
gallons per year while use of diesel 
powered equipment has increased use 
of the fuel from 1.9 billion gallons in 
1969 to 2.8 billion gallons in 1973. There 
has been a 25 per cent increase in 
diesel 
fuel 
use since 
1972, said 


Wilkinson. 


Now 40 per cent of the nation's farm 


equipment runs on diesel fuel and 90 
per cent of the farm equipment being 
sold runs on such fuels, said Wilkin- 
son. 


Wilkinson said he is concerned with 


assuring Wisconsin farmers of an 
ample supply of diesel oil because 
Southern farmers already are using 
the fuels. "Wisconsin's concern is that 
while our immediate needs in agricul- 
ture are not too severe we see vast 
amounts of diesel fuel being used in 
the Southern and Western states and 
concern is that the federal allocation 
program will attempt to pro-rate it so 
that the Midwest will have this in our 
production season." 


He said the agriculture committee 


has urged that agricultural fuels be 
placed in Category 1 priority and that 
fuels for food processing receive 
special attention. 


He said also that the committee has 


recommended that 1973 be used as a 
base period because rainy weather 
curtailed much of the normal tilling 
that would have taken place in 1972. 


Increases in production such as in- 


dicated by the agriculture policies 
would require 125 per cent of the 1972 
base, he said. Even if farmers received 
the 110 per cent of the 1973 base use 
period that the committee is request- 
ing some fuel conservation measures 
would be required, he said. 


Simon will announce his decisions on 


the recommendations on Dec. 27, said 
Wilkinson.

Normally plants may qualify for

hauling instead of examining the possi- 
ble losses they may incurr if plants 
collapse financially or do not pay 
competitive milk prices, he said. 


"It would appear that farmers at 


times have given more consideration to 
low hauling rates or free hauling than to 
the net price of milk at the farm in 
determining where to market their 
milk," said Schultz. 
Department reports showed that 387 


milk plants used hauling rate schedules 
which levied a uniform charge to all 
producers per hundredweight of milk 
while 56 plants used schedules which 
varied with the volume of milk per pick 
up. Eighteen used schedules varying 
according to mileage from the farm to 
plant and 44 used schedules based on all 
of the factors. There were 48 plants that 
made no charge for hauling. 


The drop in milk production has 


resulted in increased competition for 
milk. "During the past six months 
many hauling rates have been adjusted 
upward due to increased gasoline and 
diesel fuel costs ," he said. 


An administrative rule formulated in 


June, 1972 requires all dairy plants to 
furnish the agriculture department, and 
each patron, with a current hauling rate 
schedule.

The Pittsburgh Steelers and Oakland 


Raiders meet in a rematch of last year's 
American Conference divisional playoff. 


The Washington Redskins challenge 


the Minnesota Vikings in a battle of 
high-powered National Conference 
teams. 


Following the 1-2 punch Saturday, two 


more playoff games will be staged on 
Sunday-an AFC match between the 
Cincinnati Bengals and Miami Dolphins 
and an NFC struggle between the Los 
Angeles Rams and Dallas Cowboys. 


If it's anything like last year, Pitts- 


burgh and Oakland will be the most 
interesting of the four. 


The Steelers defeated the Raiders last 


season 13-7 in a story book finish on 
Franco Harris' last-minute catch of a 
ball that was literally up for grabs. 


This year, Oaklapd repeated as 


champion of the AFC's Western 
Division. The Steelers, who won the 
Central Division last season, will go into 
this big game as the AFC's Wild Card 
entry. 


Enroute to their sixth divisional title 


in seven years, the Raiders registered a 
club record of the fewest points allowed 
(175) and even beat defending Super 
Bowl champion Miami along the way. 


Led by southpaw quarterback Ken 


Stabler, the Raiders havn't faltered 
under the pressure of crucial games. 


Needing two victories at the end to nail 


down the West title, the Raiders beat 
Western Division colleagues Kansas City 
and Denver on successive weekends. 


Stabler, incidentally, took over from 


Daryle Lamonica after the fourth game 
of the season and set a club record 62.7 
completion percentage. He led AFC 
passer ratings. 


The Steelers have quite a passer 


themselves in Terry Bradshaw, who 
compiled an 8-1 record in the games he 
started this season. He was hurt toward 
th end of the year, and the slack was 
picked up by another good quarterback 
in the Steeler stable-Terry Hanratty. 


Harris, who had a pair of lOOyard 


games, was again the Steeler rushing 
leader. He had 698 yards after missing 
two of his last six games. 


The Redskins, who lost to Miami in 


last year's Super Bowl, will be making 
their third straight appearance in post- 
season competition since George Allen 
took over as coach in 1971. 


Allen's "Win now" philosophy has 


produced some of the NFL's most 
dynamic teams. The Redskins are the 
NFC's defending champion but will 
enter this year's playoffs as a Wild Card 
team. 


The game matches two NFC coaches 


with the best winning percentage among 
those in a head capacity more than one 
seson. Allen has a 79-28-5 record 
(including Los Angeles) for a .728 per- 
centage. Minnesota's Bud Grant is 
65-30-3 for .679. 


The Vikings, behind quarterback Fran 


Tarkenton's best season and a rugged 
defense, have turned around their for- 
tunes in one year. Last season, the 
Vikings had a 7-7 year and this year, won 
the NFC's Central Division title with a 
12-2 record. 


The Cincinnati-Miami clash marks the 


first meeting of Paul Brown and Don 
Shula, one of his several former charges 
now coaching in the NFL. Shula, the 
Miami coach, came into the pros for 
Brown in Cleveland in the early 1950s. 
Since then, Brown moved to Cincinnati 
as head coach. 


The Dolphins, who won 17 games 


enroute to the Super Bowl last season, 
weren't so perfect this year with two 
losses in 14 regular-season starts. 


The not-so-perfect Dolphins were 


beaten by Oakland and the Baltimor* 
Colts in 1973. However, they still will 
burn you with one of the best running 
games in the business and one of the 
most competent quarterbacks. 


Bob Griese runs the Miami show with 


a trio of powerhouse runners-Larry 
Csonka (a 1,000-yarder for the third 
straight year), Mercury Morris and Jim 
Kiick. 


The Dolphins will be making their 


fourth straight post-season appearance. 
Playoffs are no novelty for Brown, 
either. He got into plenty at Cleveland 
and this year, moved his Bengals to the

Series win next Scott goal 


MILWAUKEE (AP) -GeorgeScott, who 


waited 12 years to become a $100,000 
ballplayer, believes fulfillment of his 
second "impossible dream"-winning a 
World Series-may not be far away. 


"This is a milestone because when I 


first signed 12 years ago I was making 
$175 a month," said the Milwaukee 
Brewers' slugging first baseman, whose

signing of a $100,000 contract for 1974 
was announced at a news conference 
Thursday. 


"It means I've come a long way," 


Scott said. "Every ballplayer has goals 
to make $100,000 a year and to win a 
World Series. My one goal is here. My 
next is to win a World Series." 


General Manager Jim Wilson said 


Scott has become "the first $100,000 
ballplayer in the history of Milwaukee 
baseball, going back to the Braves' 
days." 


"This is the happiest day of my life, 


and I'm also very happy it took me only 
half an hour to sign. Maybe I should have 
asked for $200,000," said the jovial Scott. 
"No, it won't change my lifestyle much. 
I always like to go first class. Now I'll go 
first class more often." 


Scott, who will be 30 March 23, had the 


best of his eight major league seasons in 
1973, finishing second in the American 
League in both batting average, .306, and 
runs batted in, 107. 


Scott tied teammate Dave May for the 


league lead in total bases with 295, led 
the Brewers in runs with 98, placed third 
in the league in doubles with 30 and had 
12 game winning hits. He also won his 


fifth Gold Glove award as the league's 
best fielding first baseman. 


"I think we have a ball club that will 


represent the Milwaukee franchise to 
the utmost," Scott said. "Baltimore and 
Boston are -the two teams we have to 
beat, and I think Milwaukee is very 
capable of doing this. If we put our 
pitching together, that's the key of 
whether we're going to win it all. We've 
got a lineup to put on the field equal to 
any in the American League." 


Wilson said the $100,000 contract 


reflects great progress for a franchise 
which a year earlier had the lowest home 
attendance in the major leagues. At- 
tendance soared 82 per cent to nearly 1.1 
million this past season as the Brewers 
stayed in pennant contention until late 
August. 


"This means we've come a long way in 


s short time. We wouldn't spend this 
kind of money unless we had ballplayers 
who are worth it," Wilson said. "This 
speaks very highly of our ball club and 
what might be in store for the future."

Athletics, held the trump hand and the 
New York Yankees were without a 
manager today while pondering their 
next move. 


American League President Joe 


Cronin, sitting as judge and jury in his 
final days in office, formally ruled 
Thursday that Manager Dick Williams 
still is under contract with Finley and the 
A's. 


Finley, speaking in Chicago, said he 


would have no comment on whether he 
was willing to renegotiate with the 
Yankees in regard to Williams. 


He said he would not drop a federal 


court suit against Williams "until this 
entire matter is settled to our complete 
satisfaction." 


Finley praised Cronin's decision, 


saying it would be the "beginning of an 
end to managers and coaches jumping 
contracts." 


In a related case, however, Cronin 


ruled that Manager Ralph Houk now is 
with the Detroit Tigers, and the Yankees 
have no right to any compensation for 
the loss of their field boss. 


Cronin, after conferring with legal 


counsel, called a hurried 
news 


conference after two days' of hearings in 
which he personally swore in Houk, 
Williams, Finley and executives of the 
Tigers and the Yankees. 


First, he announced his decision 


regarding Houk, who resigned on the 


tract yesterday, George gave me a 
reason why he had the year he had," 
Wilson said. 


"He said that in 1972, with the lineup 


we had, it made it rather easy to pitch 
around him," he said.

other negotiations between Finley and 
the Yankees. 


"If the parties can get together, I 


would not stand in the way and Williams 
can go to tbe Yankees," Cronin said. 
"However, Itiave no idea what the clubs 
will do nexA I also don't know if the 
Yankees or Villiams or the Tigers have 
any other recourse."

Buffalo Bills has been warned by the 
National Football League not to criticize 
the omission of Bills' guard Reggie 
McKenzie on the Pro Bowl team, it was 
reported here. 


In its editions today, the Buffalo 


Courier-Express quoted Al Cowlings, a 
former Bill and a teammate of Simp- 
son's at Southern California, as saying: 


"I told O.J. Wednesday that Reggie 


was not voted on the Pro Bowl team, but 
he told me he was afraid to talk about it 
in public. 


"He said he got a telephone call from 


somebody in the NFL office earlier in the 
day, warning him not to criticize the fact 
none of his line made the team. He didn't 
tell me whether he would be fined or not 
if he talked, but he just said he was 
warned not to talk about this to 
reporters. 


"O.J. was awfully upset when he 


heard the news about Reggie, and he 
said some things that I'm afraid to 
repeat for feai;of getting him in trouble. 
Let's just say he is highly upset." 


Cowlings, Who was traded to the 


Houston Oilers in the offseason, made 
the comments from his Brentwood, 
Calif., home by telephone, the 
Courier Express said. Simpson also lives 
in the Los Angeles area during the off- 
season. 


The Juice said several times during 


the season that he would not play in the 
annual affair il McKenzie, whom he calls 
his "main man," or some other Buffalo 
offensive lineman, was not on the team. 


The Pro Bowl, which was dubbed the 


"Dropout Bowl" last year because so 
many players selected to compete in it 
declined the honor, is scheduled for Jan. 
20 in Kansas City. Simpson was the 1973 
Pro Bowl's most valuable player.

White House candor 
remains doubletalk 


WASHINGTON-Nearly four years 


after President Nixon took advantage of 
a fast-closing tax loophole to claim a 
$578,000 tax deduction for donation of 
his vice presidential papers, senior 
White House aides were plotting how to 
pry it open again to permit an even 
fatter tax break for his presidential 
papers. 


In late 1972 and early 1973, with the 


Nixon tide running high before Water- 
gate broke open, such a move was 
seribusly discussed inside the White 
House by the President's top lieutenants 
and lawyers. The consensus favored a 
bill to reinstate tax deductions for con- 
tributions of public papers. The savage 
eruption of Watergate halted all such 
efforts. 


Hardly candid at all 


This points up covert preoccupation at 


high levels of the Nixon White House 
with the President's personal financial 
security. It also is one more indication 
that "Operation Candor," whatever its 
impact 
in 
saving 
Mr. 
Nixon's 


presidency, has hardly been candid at 
all. 


In the Nov. 17 press conference at 


Disney World, Fla., during "Operation 
Candor," Mr. Nixon suggested the tax 
break on his vice presidential papers 
was not carefully plotted but resulted 
from Lyndon B. Johnson's casual ad- 
vice. 


In truth, as we recently reported, the 


White House lobbied frantically to save 
the tax loophole in 1969. What's more, 
presidential aides were well aware that 
this effort was based not on any broad 
tax principle but on a businesslike 
desire to feather the President's nest 
(though, of course, it was not so 
presented to Congress). 


Before and just after W Nixon's 1972 


reelection landslide, the White House 
staff pondered how he could profit from 
his accumulating presidential papers 
and discussed seeking help from 
Congress. 
Mr. 
Nixon's 
personal 


lawyers, led by Herbert Kalmbach, 
conferred with the White House coun- 
sel's office, then headed by John W. 
Dean 
III. The 
top 
presidential 


lieutenants, H. R. Haldeman and John 
D. Ehrlichman, also were periodically 
engrossed in such matters. 


Nixon concerned about future 


The reason why senior government 


aides spent official time on the 
President's personal money problems 
was pervasive concern, seeping down 
from the Oval Office, about Mr. Nixon's 
financial future. To provide for that 
future, according to one aide, was made 
a major priority. At Disney World, Mr. 
Nixon revealed his worry about the 
future in this confused and cryptic 
lament: "I have got to find a way to give 
away (the presidential, papers) or 
otherwise my heirs will have a terrible 
time trying to pay the taxes on things 
people aren't going to want to buy." 


Obsession with financial security is 


by no means unique to Mr. Nixon 
among American Presidents. But this 
priority at the White House scarcely 
comports with his attempt in the midst 
of "Operation Candor" to show himself 
so studiedly nonchalant about personal 
money matters. 


Nor is this the only discrepancy 


between the real and the synthetic in 
"Operation Candor." While pledging to 
reveal everything, the White House 
reverts to its old non-cooperative self on 
specific items. 


Item: Unable to get in a question 


during a presidential session with 


Republican Congressmen on Nov. 16,' 
Rep. Charles Whalen of Ohio wrote Mr. 
Nixon a letter asking specific questions 
about operations of the notorious White 
House Plumbers. Apart from a routine 
acknowledgment, Whalen has received 
no reply. 


No answer to inquiring letters 


Item: At a session between the 


President and Republican Senators 
Nov. 
14, Sen. Charles Mathias of 


Maryland requested justification of the 
Plumbers. Mr. Nixon promised to send 
him one, but nothing has been received. 


Item: On Aug. 15, the President as- 


serted he first learned on March 17, 
1973, about the 1971 Plumbers' burglary 
of Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist's of- 
fice. When we asked from whom Mr. 
Nixon learned the fact, presidential 
lawyers and the White House press 
office declined to answer. With the 
advent of "Operation Candor," we 
hopefully renewed the query. We still 
have no reply. 


Special prosecutor Leon Jaworski is 


now getting cooperation from the White 
House in supplying evidence-but only 
up to a point. The President's aides still 
profess inability to locate certain 
documents, some concerning 
the 


Plumbers. It may be significant, 
therefore, that the Jaworski aide as- 
signed to rummage through White 
House files belongs to the task force 
investigating the Plumbers. 


All this suggests to Capitol Hill that 


the more things change in Mr. Nixon's 
White House, the more they are the 
same. Of course, Congress will not 
impeach Mr. Nixon for disguising 
interest in securing big tax deductions. 
But cosmetic candor does not improve 
the overall congressional attitude 
toward Mr. Nixon, and that could prove 
decisive in the critical months ahead.

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Access to Nixon papers not without restrictions

WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon certified with his 1MB income tax 
return that he was giving vice 
presidential papers to the government 
free and clear with no restrictions. But 
the gift deed restricts who can see the 
documents and where they are to be 
deposited. 


The tax return declares: "Restric- 


tions: None." 


The deed says there are restrictions, 


although it adds that they are not in- 
tended to prevent the papers from being 
used for public purposes. 


A White House spokesman Thursday 


repeated the position taken by Nixon 
lawyers that Internal Revenue Service 
auditors had seen the deed and were 
satisfied that the President's tax 
deductions for the gift was legitimate. 


A Nixon accountant had said earlier 


that the provisions of the deed were "not 
considered a restriction. It does not 
defeat the purpose of the gift." 


A White House lawyer said the res- 


trictions apparently were not considered 
material at the time the return was 
prepared. 


The papers remain sealed from public 


view under terms of the deed with which 


Nixon turned them over to the National 
Archives. The secrecy is not unusual in 
the case of papers of a public official. 


Nixon has taken $482,000 in income tax 


deductions over the past four years for 
his gift of the papers. 


A White House official restated res- 


trictions on the papers earlier this year 
in a letter which described them as 
"President Nixon's private vice 
presidential papers." 


That description is now disavowed by 


a White House spokesman, who said it 
apparently was written without proper 
staff work. 


A Nixon accountant said limits on ac- 


cess, and a stipulation that the papers go 
ultimately to his presidential library, 
were not considered restrictions that 
would have barred the President's in- 
come tax deduction. 


The Internal Revenue Code requires 


that all restrictions as to use and dis- 
position of a gift be reported on the 
return of the taxpayer declaring it as a 
deduction. 


An attachment to Nixon's 1969 federal 


income tax return describes the gift, 
says it was made on March 27 of that 
year, and states: 


"Restrictions: none. The gift was free 


and clear with no rights remaining in the 
taxpayer." 


The deed, dated a year before the tax 


return, declares that: 


-While Nixon is President, no one can 


have access to the donated papers 
without his written permission. Nixon's 
deed also reserved him "the right and 
power at any time during his lifetime to 
modify or remove this restriction ..." 


-If a Nixon library is established, the 


papers are to be transferred there as 
soon as practicable. 


In denying The Associated Press ac- 


cess to some of the papers, on March 26, 
1973, a White House aide wrote: 


"As you know, the documents are 


from President Nixon's private vice 
presidential papers which he may make 
available at a future date by depositing 
them in a presidential library...." 


The letter, signed by Richard C. 


Tufaro, then on the staff of the National 
Security Council, also said the decision 
against permitting access to the 
documents was not based on any need for 
security classification. 


White House officials said the Tufaro 


letter does not represent current policy. 
"Apparently the letter was written 
before the proper staff work was done," 
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Arab-Israeli 
peace talks 
are started 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) 
-The 


first Arab-Israeli peace conference in 
the 25-year existence of the Jewish state 
opened today with Henry A. Kissinger 
calling on the two sides "to break the 
shackles of the past and to create at last 
a new hope for the future." 


Kissinger, the American secretary of 


state, spoke after Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko accused 
Israel of creating an intolerable situat- 
ion in the Middle East and warned that 
"the Arab cause" had the full support of 
the Soviet Union. Kissinger and 
Gromyko are the conference cochair- 
men. 


The historic conference opened 40 


minutes late with the chief antagonists, 
Israel and Egypt, at opposite sides of a 
seven-table circle. A television hookup 
carried the opening session to all West 
European countries, Israel, Romania, 
Algeria and Tunisia, and the highlights 
were taped for broadcast in Eastern 
Europe. 


"We do not em bark .on these talks with 


false expectations," said Kissinger. "In 
the months ahead we will know success 
and I dare say we will know deadlock and 
perhaps despair. 


"Let us all resolve here today that we 


will overcome hatred." 


Gromyko warned that "the fire of war 


in the Middle East may flare up at any 
moment." 


"Any delays in obtaining a settlement 


could be dangerous," he declared. 


Egypt's foreign minister, Ismail 


Pahmy, indicated one of the. deadlocks 
that Kissinger predicted. He insisted 
that Israel must pull back from all 
territory occupied during the 1967 Six 
Day War including Arab East 
Jerusalem. Israel has said repeatedly 
that it would.not give up all the captured 
territory and that it would never 
relinquish East Jerusalem, which Jor- 
dan seized in the 1948 war. 


The opening session lasted for an 


hour and 25 minutes, then the conference 
took a three-hour lunch break. 


Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban 


was to speak at the afternoon session. 


At the Vatican, Pope Paul VI claimed 


the right to play a role in any settlement 
regarding the status of Jerusalem and 
the holy places in Palestine. 


The pontiff said he had "the duty even 


more than the right" to see that the 
interests of Christianity are safeguard- 
ed. 


The Pope also said that various parties 


and also Israel had indicated they would 
grant the Vatican a role in the negotiat- 
ions.

40 minutes. Israel objected to the unoc- 
cupied Syrian table serving as a

MADRID, Spain (AP) -A Madrid 


newspaper said today police arrested a 
wounded 19-year-old youth believed to 
be one of three terrorists who assas- 
sinated Premier Luis Carrero Blanco. 
Police declined comment. 


The paper, Informaciones, attributing 


its information to informed sources, said 
the youth was shot in the cheek by police 
in a Madrid apartment. 


It said he answered tl:e description 


given to police of one of thre.. y-'^s men 
who rented a cellar apartment near the 
scene of the explosion that killed the 
premier. 


Generalissimo Francisco Franco, sick 


with the flu, met with Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford for 15 minutes at El 
Pardo Palace. But doctors urged Franco 
not to attend the funeral of Carreio 
Blanco later in the day, the Cifra news 
agency said. 


The illness of the 81-year-old chief of 


state only a day after the assassination 
of his closest associate emphasized the 
uncertain state of Spain's political 
leadership. But although Franco has 
suffered mild illnesses at least twice 
earlier this year, his health is reported 
generally good for a man of his age. 


Anti-Franco sources predicted a wave 


of arrests throughout the country and a 
crackdown on all opposition to the 
regime in the wake of the assassination 
of Adm. Carrero Blanco. 


They predicted the crackdown would 


begin after the three days of official 
mourning for Blanco end on Monday. 


The news agency Europa Press said 


well informed, unofficial sources told it 
the police had identified one of the as- 
sassins who set off the bomb that killed 
Franco's closest associate, his chauffeur 
and a bodyguard Thursday morning. But 
despite a giant police manhunt, no 
arrests were reported. 


Europa Press said the killers were 


believed to be a small group of 
anarchists. A communique issued in 
Bordeaux, France, claimed the blast 
was the work of ETA, the Basque 
separatist organization, which has long 
been at war with the Franco govern- 
ment. But the head of the Basque exile 
government said he believed the com- 
munique was a fake. 


The government said only that the 


assassination was a "criminal attack" 
and did not speculate on the identity of 
the assassins. 


The 70-year-old premier was killed as 


his chauffeur started to drive away from 
Adm. Carrero Blanco's neighborhood 
church after Mass. The Cifra news 
agency, which often speaks for the 
government, said the killers rented a 
basement across from the church, dug a 
tunnel under the street and put the bomb 
or bombs under the parking spot the 
premier used every morning when he 
went to Mass. 


Cifra said the explosion apparently 


was set off from some distance away- 
because electrical cables were dis- 
covered leading from the tunnel. Europa 
Press said the tunnel had been braced 
with iron bars to prevent traffic 
overhead caving it in before the 
explosion. 


Persons living in the building from 


which the tunnel was dug said the 
basement was rented two months ago by 
a pair of young men who said they were 
sculptors. 


The newspaper Ya said the digging of 


the tunnel caused no suspicion because 
the neighbors thought it was part of a 
municipal public works program. The 
report said the superintendent of the 
building. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Food and fuel 


prices drove the cost of living up sharply 
in November, the government said today 
in another grim inflation report. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said the 


Consumer Price index rose by eight- 
tenths of one per cent last month, 
matching the rise of October, as food 
prices surged again after a temporary 
tapering off. 


Higher prices for gasoline, fuel oil, 


natural gas, electricity and coal were 
blamed for about a third of the over-all 
increase. Food prices, which leaped 1.4 
per cent, accounted for another third of 
the big jump. 


Prices for commodities other than 


food and services also were up sharply, 
with nonfood commodities rising 
seven-tenths of one per cent and services 
up six-tenths of one per cent. 


In the 12 months ending in November, 


the cost of living rose 8.4 per cent, the 
biggest 12-month increase since June 
1951, the bureau said. 


Although the Arab oil cutoff may have 


had some impact on fuel prices, 
economists believe the biggest price 
effect of the cutoff will be reflected when 
December Cost of Living figures are 
released a month from now. 


However, gasoline and oil prices 


jumped 4.5 per cent in November, the 
largest one-month increase in these 
commodities since September of 1962, 
when they also rose 4.5 per cent. Fuel oil 
and coal prices jumped 10 per cent and 
gas and electricity costs, 1.2 per cent. 


Most types of food bought in grocery 


stores, except for meats, poultry and 
eggs, were up over October. Prices of 
cereals and bakery products alone rose 
five per cent. 


The news was not only bad on the price 


front. The bureau said that real earnings 
figures, or earnings adjusted to subtract 
the effects of inflation, declined in 
November. 


Real average weekly earnings 


dropped five-tenths of one per cent. Over 
the year as a whole, real average weekly 
earnings were down 1.9 per cent. 


The report was more bad news for the 


Nixon administration's inflation 
fighters, even though the administration 
is allowing fuel prices to go up to try to 
dampen consumption because of the 
shortage. The report showed that prices 
were rising in most other areas as well.

shortages. 


The compromise finally reached this 


morning would give the President im- 
mediate power to set petroleum prices to 
avoid windfall prices but would delay for 
one year the consumer's right to seek 
refunds for excess prices charged dur- 
ing the energy crisis. 


Ford unused fo title

WASHINGTON (AP) -Two weeks in 


the vice presidency haven't changed 
Jerry Ford. 


When he strode into a Senate com- 


mittee room Thursday for a news 
conference, press secretary Paul Miltich 
intoned: "The vice president of the 
United States." 


Ford stood there and grinned. 
"It sounds awfully important, doesn't 


it?" he asked. "I'm not used to that yet." 


Then, for 30 minutes, the vice 


president answered reporters' questions 
on subjects ranging from impeachment 
of President Nixon to his decision to take 
an Air Force jet to Colorado for a skiing 
vacation with his family. 


He had purchased commercial plane 


tickets before being picked Oct. 12 for 
the vice presidency but the Secret Ser- 
vice didn't think it was such a good idea, 
Ford said. 


"It's their strong recommendation 


that I travel in a government aircraft for 
security reasons," he said. 


Later in the day, Ford got in some 


unexpected air travel President Nixon 
designated him his representative to the 
funeral Friday of assassinated Spanish 
Premier Luis Carrero Blanco. 


At the press conference, Ford made 


clear he will do his best to ward off the 
presidential impeachment that could 
put him into the White House. But he 
continued to display the subtle 
differences by which he has been setting 
himself off from Nixon. 


In response to a question, he said he 


has always paid Michigan state income 
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taxes and decided, after consulting with 
his Michigan accountant, "we would 
bend over backwards to continue the 
practice." 


Did he think that the President, who 


has paid no California state income 
taxes, had similarly been bending over 
backwards? 


"He followed the advice of his legal 


adviser and certified public accoun- 
tant," said Ford, adding one should 
always do that and dodging a question on 
whether the advice was good advice. 


As for Nixon's vice presidential 


papere, on which the President took a 
$576,000 tax deduction, Ford noted that 
just about everyone else in public life has 
given his papers away. 


"I applaud the press for going around 


and asking about this," he added. 


"If you ask me, I donated mine to the 


University of Michigan and took none 
(deduction)," the vice president said. 


"But they were a lot less valuable then 


than they might be now," he said to 
laughter.

Tufaro, now a New York lawyer, said 


the letter was cleared by the office of the 
White House counsel, then John W. Dean 
III. 


Restrictions on access to the donated 


papers of prominent Americans are 
common, in some cases for security, in 
others for privacy. Many of the papers of 
past presidents remain sealed. 


The Nixon gift is rendered more 


complex by the fact that he had the 
papers appraised and has been deduct- 
ing their value from his income taxes. 


The late President Lyndon B. Johnson 


apparently also claimed tax deductions 
for some papers he gave the govern- 
ment, and a number of other former 
government officials have done the 
same. 


There are detailed restrictions on ac- 


cess to the Johnson papers also, but 
since his tax returns have never been 
disclosed it is not known how he 
described the gift to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


Nixon has made his tax returns public 


and has asked a congressional commit- 
tee to determine whether he was entitled 
to the deduction for the papers gift. 


Nixon's certification that his papers 


were donated without restriction was 
attached to his 1969 return to meet the 
IRS regulation which requires the tax- 
payer to report: 


"The terms of any agreement or un- 


derstanding entered into by or on behalf 
of the taxpayer relating to the use, sale 
or disposition of the property con- 
tributed. 


"For example," the regulation says, 


"there must be attached to the income 
tax return of an individual taxpayer the 
terms of any agreement or understand- 
ing which restricts the donee's rights to 
dispose of the donated property...." 


The papers were transported to the 


National Archives on March 26 and 27, 
1969. The deed was dated March 27, 1969 
but was not turned over to the General 
Services Administration until April 10, 
1970. 


The deed provides for access to the 


papers by employes of the Archives for 
processing of the papers. It also states: 


"None of the foregoing restrictions is 


intended to prevent the materials from 
being used exclusively for public pur- 
poses, and in no event shall any of the 
said restrictions be so construed " 


The provisions which the deed 


describes as restrictions are: 


—"During such time as the under- 


signed shall hold the office of President 
of the United States, no person or per- 
sons shall have the right of access to 
such materials except the undersigned 
and those who might be designated in 
writing by the undersigned...." 


—"If a presidential archival deposi- 


tory shall be established for the housing 
and preservation of the materials per- 
taining to the career of the undersigned 
in public service, then, as soon, as 
practicable after the establishment of 
such a depository, the materials shall be 
transferred to and thereafter be housed 
and preserved at such presidential 
archival depository." 


While the attachment giving details of 


the papers gift was appended to Nixon's 
1969 tax return, the deed itself was not. 


White House officials say the deed was 


turned over to the Internal Revenue 
Service when Nixon's 1971 and 1972 re- 
turns were audited this year. But they 
said*he IRS auditors apparently did not 
see the 1969 gift statement because re- 
turns for that year were not included in 
the audit. 


The papers were valued by a private 


appraiser at $576,000, which Nixon began 
deducting from his taxable income in 
1969. He has spread $482,019 of it over his 
taxes for the past four years, and still has 
$93,981 to deduct for this year. 


The deductions have allowed Nixon to 


pay less than $6,000 in federal income 
taxes over the past three years, on 
three-year income of over $800,000. 
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Request for tax probe 
of 'enemies' criticized 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The White 


House asked the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice to subject political enemies to tax 
audits or other special attention, 
congressional investigators have 
concluded. 


However, the IRS apparently did 


nothing with the list, the Joint Com- 
mittee on Internal Revenue Taxation 
said Thursday. 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., vice 


chairman of the committee, said he 
considers it "improper for the White 
House to send over any list of taxpayers 
to be investigated, especially when that 
list clearly is politically motivated." 


Long told reporters: "I'm not saying 


we cleared them (IRS), but we don't 
have any evidence to convict. Ap- 
parently they were importuned to do 
something they didn't think they should 
do and they didn't do it." 


The list of 575 names, later reduced to 


490 by eliminating duplications and 
unidentifiable persons, appeared to have 
been compiled largely from contributors 
to Democratic campaigns and liberal 
causes. There were some newsmen. 


The report said the enemies list was 


personally delivered to the tax collecting 
agency Sept. 11, 1972 by then-White 
House counsel John W. Dean III. 


Dean told the Senate Watergate com- 


mittee last summer that there was talk 
in the White House of putting IRS to work 
on the returns of enemies of the ad- 
ministration. But he did not mention 
personally delivering a list. 


The committee investigators did not 


question Dean after his lawyer said he 
would not appear voluntarily, a staff 
spokesman told newsmen. 


The report said Dean gave the list to 


Internal Revenue Commissioner John- 
nie M. Walters. The report quoted 
Walters as saying Dean told him that the 
list was compiled at the request of John 
D. Ehrlichman "to see what type of 
information could be developed con- 
cerning the people on the list." 


Ehrlichman was then President 


Nixon's top domestic adviser. 


The committee investigators quoted 


Walters as saying he told Dean he would 
discuss the matter with Secretary of the 
Treasury George P. Shultz and that 
Shultz told him to do nothing. 


The persons listed were no more sub- 


jected to audits or other special attention 
than any comparable group would have 
been, the report said.

areas well suited for public acquisi- 
tion." 


He said that a sound land-use policy, 


effectively administered, could proba- 
bly be the most valuable and far- 
reaching of the environmental protec- 
tion programs of the state and national 
governments. 


Minahan repeated earlier urging for 


a more rapid program of wilderness 
preservation, and said he is concerned 
about damage being wrought on non 
navigable streams that are beyond the 
regulatory jurisdiction of the state. He 
said there is need for legislation to 
meet that problem, because damage to 
non-navigable waters by riparian 
owners often have costly consequences 
on the navigable portions of such 
waters. 


Minahan made his remarks as two 


new board members, Thomas Fox of 
Washburn, formerly of Chilton, and 
Mrs. Virginia McCormick of Waukesha 
took their seats as members of the 
board for the first time.

MILWAUKEE (AP) -The Internal 


Revenue Service says scores of Wiscon- 
sin service stations and heating fuel 
suppliers have been charging exces- 
sively high prices. 


An IRS spokesman said Tuesday that 


many stations were found to be charging 
2 cents and 3 cents more than allowed 
under U.S. price regulations. 


The report was based on a survey last 


week of 595 home fuel suppliers and 
service stations. About 17 per cent were 
overcharging, the spokesman said. 


He said 32 businesses have agreed to 


reduce prices, but that the others 
planned to challenge the directive. 


Service stations which agreed to lower 


prices owe their customers an estimated 
$22,000 in refunds, he said. 


Also, 253 dealers were in violation of 


price-posting rules, either by failing to 
have ceiling prices posted on pumps or 
by overcharging.

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Administrators under ethics code 
MADISON, Wis. (AP) -The State 


Ethics Board, reversing a decision that 
had attracted criticism, voted Thursday 
to include college administrators under 
Wisconsin's new code of ethics. 


The board had ruled last month that 


University of Wisconsin administrators 
classify as "teaching personnel" and 
should not be subject to the code's 
provisions for elected and bureaucratic 
personnel. 


The board had said it expected UW 


officials to be affected instead by an 
ethics code which the Board of Regents 
has been told to draft. 


The board's subsequent decision to 


restore the state code's application to 
college officials was defined as an 
emergency rule. Charles Egan, the 


board's executive director, said a hear- 
ing is scheduled Jan. 23 on making the 
rule permanent. 


The code requires state personnel to 


disclose sources of income as a 
safeguard against bribery and influence 
peddling. Atty. Gen. Robert Warren has 
said its provisions ought to be extended 
to municipal and county officials as well 
as state employes. 


Board members have said the 


problem with classification of UW of- 
ficials stems from the language of one of 
the provisions which they say the 
legislature needs to clarify. 


"We are going to make law, and when

"Many of our regulatory programs 


will have to take the (fuel) shortage into 
account, and we must be prepared to do 
whatever we can to assist in alleviating 
the problem while vigilantly protecting 
the natural resources entrusted to us," 
he said. 


Voigt told the board the department 


purchased 15,239 acres of land in fiscal 
1973 at a cost of $3.8 million. 


Voigt said that if present trends con- 


tinue, the department will acquire 
another 30,000 acres in fiscal 1974.

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How to foil purse snatchers 


Christmas unfortunately means 


more than nice things. It also 
means an increase of crime in the 
streets. The risk of becoming a 
victim has increased 47 per cent 
since 1907, and that's not a nation- 
wide figure. That means right here 
in the Fox Valley. 


Edward Krueger, 
a law en- 


forcement instructor at Fox Valley 
Technical Institute who conducted 
classes in crime prevention this 
year for the elderly, discussed the 
problems and gave some pointers 
on how to avoid such crimes as 
purse snatching. 


"If people ever need money, this 


is the time of year when they need it 
the most," he said. "The crime rate 
goes up because people who nor- 
mally may not do this may be des- 
parate and tempted easily, he ad- 
ded. 


The precautions he suggests are 


simple and logical: 


— Consider whether you really 


need to carry the purse or if it is 
just a habit. 


— Don't display large sums of 


money, because someone who may 
see it may follow you out of the 
store. You may have created a 
desire or temptation in him. 


— Don't leave your purse unat- 


tended, either on department store 


counters or in shopping carts in 
grocery stores. No one else wili 
watch it for you. 


— Never leave your purse open 


and allow yourself to be disiracted. 


— Don't let your purse dangle, 


because you don't have a good grip 
on it. Someone may come up from 
behind, grap it and run before you 
can realize what has happened and 
what to do about it. 


— Women who are 
carrying 


several packages should put the 
purse inside one of them. 


—Packages should be placed in a 
car's trunk, not in the back seat 
which also creates temptation and 
access. 


— A purse snatcher is an oppor- 


tunist, so he looks for women alone 
in dark, secluded areas. Avoid 
those. But if someone grabs your 
purse, let go. It is better to lose the 
purse than to suffer an injury. 


Krueger also had a couple of 


pointers for men: 


—When trying on a pair of slacks 


in a store, don't leave the billfold in 
the dressing room. 


— Most men carry their billfolds 


in their left rear pockets. Learn 
instead to carry it in the breast 
pocket of your jacket. 


In every case, he emphasized, 


people should take along only as 
much money as necessary.

Shawano jury begins 
deliberating on Henke

SHAWANO — Mention of a he de- 


tector test, an outburst by the defen- 
dant and denial of a motion for mis- 
trial sparked the closing hours of 
Neenah attorney Robert Henke's per- 
jury trial Thursday. 


The Circuit Court jury began 


deliberating late this morning after 
receiving instructions from Judge 
James Martineau 


The jury was sent home after final 


arguments by attorneys late Thursday 
afternoon Martineau said he realized 
it would work a hardship on several of 
the jurors, particularly the farmers, if 
they had to begin deliberating late in 
the day 


A few tense moments followed a 


statement by David Neeb, one of two 
assistant attorneys general prosecuting 
the case, as he was making closing 


remarks in rebuttal arguments to the 
jury. 


If Henke, who is charged with being 


a party to perjury, was innocent, Neeb 
argued, why didn't he go to the attor- 
ney general's office, which he knew 
was investigating him, "lay his files 
and heart bare" and try to "get to the 
bottom" of the matter instead of 
spending a lot of time and money try- 
ing to find out how the alleged perjury 
plot failed 


Neeb suggested that Henke also 


could have undergone a lie detector 
test if he knew he was innocent. 


The remark rankled Henke, who 


grabbed his attorney's arm. 


Defense attorneys Alexander Grant 


and Gregory Conway objected to 
reference to a he detector, Martineau

Holiday travelers over the Christmas 


an 
New Year weekends are being 


cautioned to make sure they either 
have sufficient gasoline in their cars 
before they start or curtail their trips 
on the Sunday before the holiday and 
the holiday itself. 


A spot check by the American Au- 


tomobile Association (AAA) and a 
survey of Fox Cities stations indicates 
that gasoline will be available on Sa- 
turday and Monday, but very few sta- 
tions will be open on Sunday and 
Christmas or New Year's day. 


None of the stations surveyed in the 


Fox Cities area planned to be open 
Christmas Day and only one would be 
open on New Year's Day. At least one 
station, and possibly three others, in- 
dicated they would also be closed on 
the Mondays before Christmas and 
New Year's, making it a three day 
"gasless" weekend. 


All of the local stations indicated 


they would be curtailing operating 
hours on those days. 


In the AAA spot check of stations 


along the Interstate^ and other main 
traveled highways in Wisconsin, only 
22 per cent of the stations planned to 
be open Christmas Day and 83 per cent 
planned to be open Dec. 24. In both 
instances, the AAA reported, many of 
those who planned to be open also 
planned to shorten their hours. 


The AAA advised that "long-distance 


travel on weekends from 9 p.m. Sa- 
turday through dawn Monday would be 
foolhardy. There will be some dif- 
ficulty in finding open stations late at 
night." 


Of the local stations surveyed, only 


one, on S. Oneida Street, definitely 
planned to close both Mondays. The 
manager said they were low on 
gasoline and rather than run out of gas 
unexpectedly he was closing. 


A Kaukauna station is tentatively 


planning to close both Mondays, but 
will make a final decision later in the 
week. A spokesman for a station on 
U.S. 41 and W. Wisconsin Avenue, also 
indicated they have not decided 
whether they will close on the Mon- 
days. 


A spokesman for a station in Neenah 


said he would be closed if the weather 
is nice. However, if it is cold he will 
stay open to handle service calls. 


All of the station operators who said * 


they would be open will curtail their 
hours considerably. 


One station on S. Oneida plans to 


open from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. both Mon- 
days. Two other stations plan to close • 
at noon on both Mondays. None of the 
other stations surveyed plan on staying 
open later than 5 p.m. Christmas or 
New Year's eves. 


The only stations checked which will' 


be open New Year's is a U.S. 41 truck 
stop at Little Chute. A spokesman said 
they would close at 5 p.m. Christmas' 
Eve and then reopen at 10 p.m. 
Christmas night. They will operate 
their normal hours on New Year's for 
the truckers, he said.

has expanded its msision throughout 
the world. 


Every July, over 1,000 people gather 


in Chicago to plan, study and build a 
future. A small group visits the con- 
tinents to see what is needed for the 
future 


"Our trip began with a visit to the 


'red man' in Mexico City. He is a man 
with a deep passion for his glorious 
past. Shrines outside of Mexico City 
stand as a symbol of the past," said 
Rank. 


"We then journeyed over the Pacific 


to encounter the 'yellow man'. The one 
dominant image in Japan is that of 
heavy commercialism. They have 
moved so quicly into the 20th century — 
but seem to have retained a sense of 
tradition." 


He noted that while similar to the 


Japanese in some respects, the Chinese 
•re 'floundering.' "Chinese are neither 


east or west and are searching for an 
identity." Rank pointed to this void as 
paving the way for the cultural revolu- 
tion. 


The voyage continued to the land of 


the 'brown man.' "There are no words 
or pictures to describe the brokenness 
found when you visit the country of In- 
dia. In the middle of that kind of 
poverty, there is an avalance of 
tragedy " 


Odyssey notebooks recorded an ur- 


gency for life in India not found in more 
comfortable society and a land, while 
poor economically, very rich in culture. 


The brown man was described as 


"finding himself in the 20th century 
with no way out of the 19th. What is 
needed is a new vision of the possibility 
to take hold of the present and build the 
future," Rank commented. 


"About Black Africa," Rank said.

The "tan man" in Egypt finds him-

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vice, said Thursday, "That a lot of bunk 
and just another low blow to those 
people who need help. 


"I'd like to go on record that there is 


not one ineligible case in our entire 
caseload which today numbers 531," he 
said. "Our social workers see their 
clients regularly, and the situation is 
under control. 


"The 
story which has hit the 


headlines this week can* out of Health 
Education and Welfare (HEW) in 
Washington, which is continuously cri- 
tical of the state, and if ineligibility is 
this flagrant, that administration is the 
one which created it in the first place," 
the director told The Post-Crescent. 


"The rules that HEW makes are 


remote from the agencies. It does not 
ask us what is needed, it just goes ahead 
with a silly rule, and there is nothing we 
can do to correct it," he explained. 
"Under one of their rules, if a person is 
found ineligible by one of our social 
workers, we have to give that person 15 
days notice that benefits will terminate. 


"If a person is found ineligible today, 


he has already received his check for 
the month of December," he said. "The 
15-day notice would extend through Jan. 
4, the client has already received his 
January check and cannot be terminat- 
ed until Feb. 1. 


"So, if HEW is taking that 'ineligible 


figure,' and figures are what that 
department uses, believe me, it could 
represent a lot of money. But, why not 


say this money is wasted through 
government red Uipe, rather than say- 
ing the welfare client w a thief? 


"Local agencies have objected to this 


rule very strongly during the months 
since it was set up by HEW but these 
objections have been brushed off and we 
are compelled to comply," he conclud- 
ed. 


Payette also said that higher courts 


have made rulings and overturned state 
law regarding welfare. This has 
brought the cost of public assistance up 
and created waste which the federal 
government does not explain. 


"It is time that the people in Wiscon- 


sin demanded that our senators and 
congressman in Washington walk into 
HEW and demand to know exactly what 
is going on," the director concluded.

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Sfep toward budget reform 


The House finally has passed a budget reform bill which, 


if congressmen mean what they say, could get a handle on 
deficit spending. And the Senate should follow suit. 


In recent months, there has been a lot of talk in Congress 


about restoring a co-equal status with the presidency. But 
one of the troubles has been the record of Congress on 
spending, in great part because of the way it does business. 
Programs are authorized individually. Appropriations come 
later and need not match authorizations. Among other 
things, this has given President Nixon a strong card in the 
argument over fund impoundment and "budget busting." 


A special study committee of both houses came up with 


the idea of new committees to set budget ceilings and to 
require cuts or new taxes if appropriations couldn't be 
covered at the end of a session. This proved to be too 
revolutionary, and the House bill gives the job to the 
Appropriations Committees of both houses. 


But it still can work and this is the way it would: 
Congress as it does now would get the president's budget 


message Jan. 20. But the start of the fiscal year would be 
moved from July 1 to Oct. 1 to give Congress more time to 
balance programs and spending. 


Authorizations would be cleared by March 31. By May 1, 


Congress would set a spending target. Appropriations would 
be cleared by Aug. 1. Then, by Sept. 30, Congress would pass 
a second budget resolution and make the required adjust- 
ments on spending or added taxes. 


During House debate, Rep. Al Ullman of Oregon called it 


"the most significant reform of the 20th Century." Rep. 
John Rhodes of Arizona put it another way. The plan 
"promises to be a vehicle to make congressional decisions 
we should have been making annually for nearly 200 years," 
he said. 


So it's about time to try something better. And for 


Congress to prove that it wants the budget reform to work. 


Real estate and schooling 


For half a dozen years the licensed Realtors of Wisconsin 


have been urging the legislature to impose minimum 
qualifying requirements for the men and women who apply 
for state certification as brokers and salesmen. Repeatedly 
the legislature has turned a deaf ear. The other day the 
response in Madison was' almost contemptuous, as the 
legislature's Joint Finance Committee refused to make any 
recommendation on the subject. It merely "tabled" the 
issue, which almost surely means that it will never reach 
the floor of either legislative house for a test on its merits. 


There has been a tendency here and elsewhere to regard 


skeptically the efforts of some trades and businesses to 
require state government authorization as a condition of 
employment. In the parlance of legislative politics, these 
are frequently described as "fence me in" proposals. It is 
no doubt true that some of such motivations have been 


'• 
involved in the successive laws that now require state 
licensing for tens of thousands of persons in several dozens 


: 
of occupations. 


It is possible that some of the Realtors who want educa- 


tional qualifications written into the laws governing the 
licensing of brokers and their salesmen are motivated by 
self-interest and the elimination of some competition. 


There is a clear public interest involved, nevertheless. 


The Realtor's services relate to the most important finan- 
cial experiences in the life-times of tens of thousands of 
clients, in the sale or purchase of property such as a home. 
Is it unreasonable to require that such men and women have 
a high school graduation certificate and that they pursue 
some form of organized study over a reasonable period to 
entitle them to the state license which advertises to the 
world that they are competent and trustworthy? 


Testimony before the legislature recently, before the 


witnesses from the brokers' licensing board and the Real- 
tors' association were summarily cut off, was that Wiscon- 
sin law is one of the most lenient in the country in that 
regard. 


Yet the committee curtly suspended the testimony and 


through an appparently deliberate maneuver, managed to 
prevent a fair review of the issue by the legislature as a 
whole, in defiance of the whole spirit of Wisconsin legisla- 
tive tradition. 


Stop rattling the sabre 


Secretary of Defense James Schlesinger told a national 


Jaycee meeting that the United States is still capable of 
backing up South Vietnam with air power if the North 
Vietnamese and the Viet Cong dorrt behave themselves. 


In spite of the energy crisis we may indeed still have the 


capability —presumably no one is transferring oil supplies 
from the military to the civilian sector. But Secretary 
Schlesinger is on weak footing indeed if he thinks the 
American people would stand for a renewal of bombing 
raids in Indochina. 


There was a considerable outcry a year ago and at that 


time our prisoners of war were still hostages in North 
Vietnam. The situation in December, 1973, is quite different. 
Our prisoners are home and if some of the missing in action 
are still alive, there has been no move to get them out by 
threats of bombs. Our combat troops are home and many 
have been mustered out. Militarily, the wheels have been 
turned and the guns pointed the other way. Even the 
burning of oil supplies near Saigon hardly rated first page 
notice and we have a hunch that 80 per cent of the American 
public didn't notice it on television either, although it was 
there. Vietnam simply has dropped from the vocabulary of 
the American public. 


Secretary Schlesinger is quite right about the threat to the 


South Vietnamese government from the Communist forces. 
Probably the North Vietnamese have more forces in the 
south than they ever did. The Viet Cong have apparently not 
flocked to join the official Saigon regime. The destruction of 
the oil reserves may demonstrate the power of the Com- 
munists —or it may have been an internal matter aimed at 
trying to arouse American concerns. 


Secretary Schlesinger also warned that if the Russians 


continue to aid and abet the enemy (and this could include 
the Arabs although the U.S. is trying desperately not to take 
too obvious sides in that Middle Eastern fracas), the U.S. 
will have to take a new look at the second round of strategic 
arms limitation talks in Geneva. Here he is on sounder 
ground. 


SALT II talks and agreement are needed to slow down the 


hideous arms race toward Armageddon. But Secretary 
Schlesinger should stop rattling his sabre. Unless the North 
Vietnamese really threaten the American people in some 
way, Secretary Schlesinger's weapons are really paper and

Legislators traditionally paid a pittance 


MADISON —The persistent criticism of the 


legislature's action in raising its own salaries, 
effective after the next elections, has puzzled 
some observers, not the least of whom are the 
prospective beneficiaries who now worry that 
the issue may trouble them in their next elec- 
tion campaigns. 


But that public reaction, however it is gauged 


with respect to opinion on the whole or probable 
voting behavior in the 1974 legislative elections, 
should not surprise those who have any 
knowledge of the history of the question. 


Ever since Wisconsin was carved out of a 


wilderness frontier as a territory and a few 
years later admitted to the federal union as a 
state, its people have shown a disinclination to 
reward legislative service in monetary terms. 


Paid $3 per day 


The first representatives to the territorial 


legislature that convened for the first time in 
1836 were paid $3 for each day of attendance at 
sessions, plus a proportionately modest reim- 
bursement for travel by horse to the territorial 
capital at Belmont in the southwestern corner of 
the emerging commonwealth. 


That remuneration was established by act of 


Congress, but apparently it was too generous for 
the tastes of the pioneers. When Wisconsin was 
admitted to the union 12 years later and adopted 
its first constitution, there was a provision for 
compensation of legislators at the lower rate of 
$2.50 a day, plus reimbursement for one round 
trip —note the careful limitation —to the capital 
by the most usual route for each session and 
with no provision for additional sessions. 


Until 1869 the salary of the governor was 


limited by constitutional decree to $1,250 a year. 
During the interval the people voted down with 
an impressive majority a plan to raise the 
governor's pay to $2,500, surely not a princely 
sum even in those days. 


In 1867 legislative pay was boosted to $350 a 


year, and a substantial minority of voters 
resisted in the referendum approval required. 


In 1881 legislators again dared to submit a 


salary increase for themselves. A $500 a year 
plan was approved by the electorate, although 
again with significanctly large voter resistance. 


Not until 1929 was the constitutional freeze on 


legislators' salaries eliminated. With a caution 


apparently inspired by the history of the subject 
they pushed pay for legislative service to $100 a 
month for the duration of a term. Twenty years 
later they raised the salary to $200 a month, but 
a $100 a month Madison living allowance was 
provided in a controversial act of 1945, when the 
country boomed in a war economy. 


Lately salary revisions have been more 


frequent, to $300 a month in 1957, $450 a month 
in 1963, $700 a month or $8,400 a year in 1965, 
and $9,600 in 1967. Expense allowances for living 
in Madison have been advanced also, but 
usually with a critical public response. 


The latest act, taking effect in 1975, or when 


the new term of any individual legislator begins 
(for some senators that will be in 1977) provides 
nearly $16,000 a year together with the higher 
expense allowances — to $25 per day for time 
spent in Madison. 


It is doubtful that any legislator will trace 


defeat, if it should come, to that issue alone. 
There is some concern, nevertheless, and his- 
tory explains it. One consequence was the easy 
adoption of a state officer ethics code this year 
as a gesture to a possibly skeptical public.

TV doesn't know 
what public wants 


I have written before, and I feel like 


writing again, about the familiar cop 
out of the entertainment media -and 
especially TV-that "we're just giving 
the public what it wants." 


The truth of the matter is that the 


entertainment media-end especially 
TV-don't know what the public wants. 
Equally true is the fact that the public 
doesn't know what it wants, until it gets 
it. 


If television programmers knew—or 


even had a good idea — it would not be 
necessary to cancel dozens of new shows 
every season after only a few weeks. It 
would not be necessary to blow millions 
of dollars on "pilots" that never make 
it, or other millions on slavish imita- 
tions of popular programs that also fail 
to meet audience approval. 


Contrariwise, 
the programmers 


would not be so surprised at the success 
of a good show like "The Waltons," 
which the network was ready to remove 
from TV last season, until a ground- 
swell of public support indicated that, 
despite moderate ratings, it command- 
ed a solid and loyal corps of enthusiasts. 


The search for "popularity" as an end 


in itself is always futile. By the very 
terms of its creation, whatever becomes 
popular fast is doomed to die away as 
soon as another fad begins to overtake 
it. 


It is no accident that few, if any, TV 


shows have won the loyalty and per- 
manence of the old radio programs, 
which went on for 10 or 15 or 20 years 
with undiminished audiences. 


These programs were not junked if 


they failed to attract a massive 
audience in their first 13 weeks; they 
were kept on and nurtured and had a 
chance to develop their 
unique 


character, so that the public felt a part 
of them. 


The same is true of the stations 


themselves-in the days of radio, each 
station had its own character and per- 
sonality, and did not try to compete with 
other stations or become all things to all 
listeners. 


With TV nobody knows or cares which 


channel is which; the channel is simply 
a neutral medium carrying programs 
we like or dislike; thus, channel 
switching is pandemic, and this drives 
the sponsors up the wall: Another 
reason programming is so frantically 
(and futilely) competitive. 


Nobody in the popular media has any 


faith in anything, including his own 
judgment or taste. If one "medical" 
show succeeds, a half-dozen imitators 
rush in, failing to recognize that it is not 
the medical setting that makes the show 
attractive, but some special quality that 
cannot be duplicated merely by chang- 
ing the actors' names to "Doctor." 


The public only knows what it wants 


after it gets it; it is fickle not because it 
is shallow but because it is restless for 
satisfaction.

Nixon might 
quit if pushed 


We have reached the point where, for 


the good of the nation, it is vital — as 
Senator Aiken suggested — either to 
impeach President Nixon or get off his 
back. At the rate the House Judiciary 
Committee is moving, Articles of Im- 
peachment might be ready about the 
time the Nixons are packing to go home. 


As usual, some commentators see this 


as part of a plot; the committee is going 
to stall to provide background music for 
the 1974 House and Senate elections. 
Maybe. . .but I put my money on simple 
incompetence. Since Manny Celler was 
defeated, that committee has become a 
kind of play-pen. 
. Recall that impeachment really goes 
through three stages: first, the 
Judiciary Committee prepares an in- 
dictment; second, the whole House has 
to approve it; and third, after a trial 
before the Senate, two-thirds of the 
latter body must vote "guilty" before 
impeachment is successful. 


Could drag on forever 


Given the current pace, impeachment 


proceedings could thus drag on almost 
indefinitely. Does anyone want to guess 
how long it would take the Senate to 
organize as a jury and adopt rules of 
evidence? The consequences of this 
Chinese torture on the operation of the 
government of the United States are 
appalling to contemplate. Just look at 
the way the "energy crisis" has been 
handled: every day we hear that a new 
set of regulations is in the works, then 
they dribble out, often in contradictory 
fashion, and we are left in the uncom- 
fortable position of knowing down inside 
that effective action can be taken but 
convinced that the various "energy 
czars" couldn't organize a peanut 
stand. 


It is, of course, possible that even if 


the White House weren't focusing full 
time on the tapes and related Watergate 
matters, the crisis would still be dealt 
with in a desultory fashion. Senator 
Henry Jackson's subcommittee inves- 
tigating the origins of our current 
short-fall has turned up evidence that 
more than two years ago the White 
House was warned of the danger, but 
did nothing to increase oil import quo- 
tas. This "Drain America First" policy 
had the full support of those oil com- 
panies operating in the United States 
and, allegedly, of Peter Flanigan, who 
handles such matters in the White 
House. 


To return to the main point, this 


natural level of incompetence has cer- 
tainly been exacerbated by the Water- 
gate fixation, and something ought to be 
done about it fast. Similarly, Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger cannot operate 
on his own in the realm of foreign 
affairs. 
We need 
a 
functioning 


President. 


The late Lyndon Johnson was fond of 


observing that "conservatives can't 
make speeches, and liberals can't 
count." Keeping this proposition in 
mind, what are the chances of im- 
peaching the President? (Most conver- 
sations on the subject focus on the 
wrong question: "Is it a good idea to 
impeach the President?") As I have 
indicated on numerous occasions, I 
believe that Mr. Nixon is eminently 
impeachable in constitutional terms, 
that the Framers considered incompe- 
tence to be a high crime and 
misdemeanor, and that the President 
has been publicly announcing (in 
defense of his integrity) that he was 
incompetent. But my personal convic- 
tions are still no answer to the question, 
"Can Richard Nixon in fact be im- 
peached and convicted?"

Council grants option 


Firm eyes location here

Appleton has optioned 25 acres of 


land in its Northeast Industrial Park to 
a Michigan firm eyeing it as a pros- 
pective site for a manufacturing 
operation that will employ 200-300. 


Other communities are apparently 


still in competition with the city to 
attract Masco Corp., Taylor, Mich., but 
the firm has already leased space in a 
warehouse in the industrial park where 
it can run a prototype operation and 
evaluate the location. 


The City Council granted a six-month 


option for the 25 acres, for a total of 
$154,000. 


The proposed 
option was first 


broached at a special Commerce and 
Industrial Development Committee 
meeting prior to the council session 
when some details of the prospective 
operation were laid out while others 
were kept secret. 


Masco, a manufacturer primarily of 


plumbing 
fixtures, 
has 
already 


received Board of Directors approval 
for the $154,000 offer from the city. The 
price of the land, listed in a brochure 
printed by the city, was passed along 


to the firm by the Appleton Area 
Chamber of Ctfmmerce. 


First contact with the city came 


Tuesday. The firm has already leased 
warehouse 
space 
along 
Glendale 


Avenue from Oscar J. Boldt Construc- 
tion Co., Inc., and is anxious to get a 
pilot operation going immediately, said 
Aid. Roylance Pointer (14th), chair- 
man of CID. 


Officials wouldn't say what type of 


operation the firm had in mind for the 
three lots it wants to purchase in the 
park, but they emphasized that it 
would not detract from the environ- 
ment in the area. 


It will be "quite compatible" with 


the area, said Public Works Director 
Robert Miller today. Miller, Pointer 
and City Atty. David Geenen have been 
principals on the city side in negotia- 


tions with the company. A representa- 
tive from Wisconsin Michigan Power 
Co. and the chamber of commerce 
have also been involved. 


Mayor James Sutherland said today 


the company has indicated that it 
"would like to stay, if everything 
works out." 


Climate is an important factor in 


the proposed production operation, of- 
ficials said, and the prototype plant 
will give the firm a chance to test the 
process. 


Other communities — like Oshkosh 


and Green Bay — have also been 
approached by the firm. 


The price agreed to by the city is

MADISON — Tis the season to be jolly . . . 
The Wisconsin State Senate failed to mould into the Christmas spirit 


Thursday at the end of the special session, mixing mirth, rhetoric, 
temper and political prank that did little for the energy crisis but 
provided better than the average entertainment. 


It was a day that began with temper. 
Sen. 
Reuben LaFave, R-Oconto, who has vented his rage against 


many energy bill proponents all week, started the day by accusing 
Democratic Minority Leader Fred Risser of Madison of making 
"asinine remarks" about a fuel situation that he "doesn't know 
anything about." 


Risser leaped to his feet. 
"Mr. President, I insist that the chair reprimand Sen. LaFave for 


his comments," Risser said to Lt. Gov. Martin Schreiber. 


"You're always hiding behind the chair, aren't you?" LaFave 


retorted. 


The good moods continued throughout the day. 
When the morning had passed and the Senate had failed to pass 


anything, Schreiber's impatience became evident and he broke up a 
minor debate by stating. "You guys are ruining my whole weekend." 


Sen. Douglas LaFollette, D-Kenosha, then rose to speak on an 


amendment he was offering and Schreiber told him he could speak for 
five minutes. 


"You can't do that," objected Sen. Ronald Parys, D-Milwaukee. 


"You don't have the power to set a time limit. Only the Senate can do 
that." 


"Sit down," Schreiber replied hotly. 
When LaFollette completed his speech, Schreiber quickly called for 


a voice vote and ruled that the amendment was rejected. LaFollette, 
visibly angered at Schreiber's refusal to order a roll call vote, stormed 
out of the chambers. 


The levity subsided after lunch and politics took over. 
Sen. Gerald Lorge, who only three days ago made a strong political 


speech against U.S. Senator Gaylord Nelson whom he has mentioned 
as a possible future opponent, explained his support of the energy bill 
by stating, "This whole problem would be solved if Gaylord Nelson 
would resign from the U.S. Senate." 


But the day's highlight was a 25-minute speech delivered by Sen. 


Gordon Roseleip, R-Darlington, a well-known conservative whose 
mispronunciations and malapropism are often a delight to Senate 
observers. 


Criticizing Gov. Patrick J. Lucey's choice of Stanley York, a former 


Congregational minister, as head of the state's energy commission, 
Roseleip said: 


"A preacher, that's who Lucey names to head this thing, Why, I 


never saw t preacher get oil up yet," Roseleip said, bringing 
wholesale laughter from the Senate body. 


And claiming that the cull of the special session was totally 


unnecessary, Roaeltep Implored hi* fellow senators to "get down or) 
your knees and thank Almighty God for what he has given you. I thank 
God for the gas he has given me. It* honest gas." 


Sen. Mito Knutson, R-LaCrosse, served up the day's lesaon when he 


cited an often-used joke, "The good people go to heaven and the rest 
go to the legislature."

"He looked like my 4-year-old girl 
when she's telling me a story I know is 
false." 


Grant hammered at the credibility of 


the state witnesses, whom he referred 
to as "convicts and women of ques- 
tionable character. 


The state, he continued, was asking 


jurors to take their word against 
Henke's and Henke has never been 
convicted of a crime.

PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) -The latest

3, also indicated that about half the 
American public supports current 
regulations. Seventy-three per cent of 
the 1,550 adults questioned in the survey 
said they had lowered home temperat- 
ures to conserve energy, while 62 per 
cent said they were driving slower as a 
fuel saving measure. On specific 
measures, 62 per cent of those queried 
said they favored a maximum speed 
limit of 50 miles per hour and 57 per cent 
More terror 
threatened 
against U.S. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — A com- 


munique published in a Beirut news- 
paper today said the terrorist organizat- 
ion that carried out the firebomb attack 
and hijacking in Rome this week would 
strike again at American interests until 
the United States gives the Arabs the 
same support it gives Israel. 


The communique also threatened at- 


tacks on all European countries with 
Palestinian guerrillas in their jails 
unless the captives are freed by the end 
of the month. 


The statement in the newspaper An 


Nahar was the first purporting to come 
from an organization responsible for the 
attack Monday, in which the terrorists 
killed 32 persons. It was signed "The 
Palestinian People," but it was not clear 
whether this was the name of the 
terrorist group. 


The five terrorists who f:. bombed a 


Pan American jetliner and tnen hijacked 
a Lufthansa jet surrendered in Kuwait, 
and government spokesmen there say 
they have refused to disclose their 
names or the identity of their group. 


The communique said the attack on 


the American airliner was called 
Operation Deversoir because "the 
American arms airlift (to Israel during 
the October war) was responsible for 
Israel's occupation of more than 1,000 
square kilometers in Deversoir, on the 
west bank of the Suez Canal." 


It said the attack was made at the 


Rome airport because it was used by the 
U. S. planes flying arms to Israel. 


The statement continued: "American 


interests anywhere and any time will 
remain targets for our crushing blows 
until the U.S. government adopts an 
even-handed policy in the Arab-Israeli 
conflict." 


The threat to the European govern- 


ments said: "This is a final ultimatum 
to all European countries that host in 
their prisons Palestinian commandos. 


"These countries are called upon to 


release the imprisoned guerrillas by the 
end of this month. Otherwise the 
interests and institutions of these coun- 
tries all will become targets for the 
blows of our revolutionary heroes." 


The communique said the Rome at- 


tack was carried out by suicide squads 
named the Abu Ali Ayad Squad and the 
Abdul cMoneim Riyad Squad. Ayad was 
a Palestinian guerrilla leader who died 
during the civil war in Jordan in 1971 and 
Riyad was an Egyptian chief of staff 
killed in action on the Suez Canal after 
the 1967 Arablsraeli war.

GM recalling 
780,000 cars 


DETROIT (AP) -General Motors is 


recalling more than 780,000 of their 1974 
model cars and trucks because of a 
defect in the front suspension systems 
that could cause a steering pull to one 
side. 


GM said Thursday the recall is its 


largest such campaign in two years. In 
December 1971, GM called back 6.9 
million vehicles for possibly defective 
engine mounts. 


The latest defect was made public 


Tuesday by consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader, but GM denied his charges that 
it had delayed unnecessarily in report- 
ing the safety-related defect. 


A spokesmen said GM had been test- 


ing the suspension system and alternat- 
ives to it on proving grounds courses for 
more than a month. Earlier this week, in 
response to Nader, GM said it had been 
investigating the problem for more than 
six weeks. 


The problem involves the system's 


upper control arm assembly in most 
large-sized Chevrolet, Buick, 
Olds- 


mobile and Pontiac models. 


GM said some of the nuts holding the 


control arm inner bushing in place on 
the cars could work loose and come off 
after a car has been driven "for some 
time." 


If the control arm is about to fall, GM 


said, there is often a tell-tale squeak or 
rattling noise when the brakes are 
applied. And a steering pull to the right 
or the left would result if the arm were 
to break, GM said. 


The defective nuts can be replaced by 


any GM dealer, at no cost to car owners, 
after supplies are made available in 
mid-January. 


The cars subject to recall are most 


intermediate and large-sized autos built 
before the last week in October. Also 
involved are Chevrolet El Camino and 
GMC Sprint model pick-up trucks, 
vehicles built on an intermediate-size 
passenger car chassis.

Power feud 
suggested 
in China

WASHINGTON (AP) - A military- 


civilian power struggle appears to be 
growing behind Communist China's 
placid facade, U.S. intelligence sources 
report. 


Indications of increasing political 


tension in China have threaded through 
reports reaching here over the past 
several months. 


Much of this is believed to stem from 


the maneuvering of opposing factions for 
dominance in the event of Mao Tsetung's 
death. Mao, the Chinese Communist 
Party chairman, is nearly 80. 


Among its more recent moves, the 


radical wing of the party reportedly has 
been working to erode the political 
strength of the army, which controls 
many of the key posts in China's 
provinces. 


As a counterweight to the army, 


radical leaders in Peking and Shanghai 
have been pushing for a major expansion 
of the civilian militia in China's cities, 
U.S. sources said. 


Professional military officers are 


reported resisting any major strengh- 
tening of the urban militia, which could 
be a powerful weapon for the radical 
party element in a duel for control. 


But the officers may be in a losing 


fight because the radicals are said to be 
backed by Mao and led by Mao's wife, 
Chiang thing, among others. 


By tradition, the Peoples Liberation 


Army (PLA) was kept out of Communist 
China's domestic politics until the cul- 
tural revolution of 1966. The party al- 
ways believed that civilians should "rule 
the gun." 


However, the Cultural Revolution, 


fostered by Mao to purge revisionist 
elements, spawned such chaos that the 
PLA was called on to restore order and 
its officers became dominant in most 
provincial committees. 


Although the PLA's political position 


has slipped in the past few years, it 
remains strong. 


The radicals, who oppose rapid 


liberalization in Chinese politics and 
society, are said to be taking aim at 
Premier Chou En-lai, a pragmatist and 
a moderate described as favoring faster 
change even if it departs somewhat from 
orthodoxy. 


So far, there have been no open moves 


against Chou. But reports speak of 
under-the-surface attacks, including a 
campaign of criticism of Confuscianism 
that U.S. analysts interpret as a round 
about thrust at Chou. 


The 75-year-old Chou has managed to 


survive until now by what U.S. 
specialists have called his ability to 
remain on working terms with differing 
factions of the party. 


There was some belief that he might 


run into trouble from the radicals at the 
10th party congress last summer, but he 
emerged without apparent loss. 


Nonetheless, the radicals apparently 


have not given up, and some U.S. of- 
ficials wonder whether the agile Chou 
can survive a sustained campaign 
against, him.

Medication causes 
misery; tell doctor 


•r Dr. Thosteson- I am 45 About 


-*ix months ago an eye exam showed 
glaucoma. The first drops produced 
blurred vision, dimness and nausea. 


The second medication is okay when 


taken at night, as I'm soon asleep. But 
when I take it during the day, it gives 
me a headache lasting anywhere from 
one to five hours. There is occasional 
blurring and once in a while automobile 
lights look like a Fourth of July finale. 


The real problem, though, is the 


headaches. The doctor says this will 
pass, but I'm afraid after my first 
experience to ask him to switch drops 
again. I'd feel foolish to complain. - 
Mrs. E.M. 


You might feel foolish complaining 


but you really would be foolish not to. 


There can be side effects with any 


medication, including those used for 
glaucoma. Often these troubles do pass 
away with continued use but the impor- 
tant fact is — that you are miserable 
And your doctor has no way of knowing 
unless you tell him. So do 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would you'dis- 


cuss W-P-W (Wolf-Parkinson-White) 
heart disease and its effect on a person? 
Is it nearly always fatal, as I have been 
told? -E.B. 


It is an inherited disorder which in- 


volves acceleration of the impulses 
between the auricles and ventricles —or 
translated into simpler language, it 
speeds up the heart beat. 


Something like three-quarters of 


people with W-P-W 
will have attacks of 


quickened heart beat or palpitation, but 
that is the only symptom the patient 
wilj detect 


If attacks are frequent, treatment 


with drugs (such as qumidine) to con- 
trol the heart rate are needed. But no, 
this condition is not nearly always fatal 
While death has occurred during an 
attack, that is rare Generally speaking, 
the condition can be kept under control 
successfully. 


But because of the numbers of people 


who have attacks of palpitation, I feel I 
should note that few of them involve 
W-P-W. For the most part, nerves, or 
too much smoking, or too many 
stimulants, including excess coffee and 


similar drinks, are the cause, and the 
majority of such folks need no medica- 
tion and, in fact, generally do a lot of 
worrying for which there is no need. 


Back to W-P-W: It usually occurs in 


individuals who do not have organic 
heart disease.
